The Patrol was on hand, and, 
with its cargo of grace and beauty, meaning In- 
spector Byrnes, Capt. Smith, and forty ‘of the 
finest force in the world, Sir,’ went around 
tooting its whistle warningiy, ready to club any 
boat that dared to get in the racers’ way. 

The Volunteer was jauntily trim. She had 
quietly been lifted out of the water during the 
night, over at Thibaut’s, and carefully inspected. 
She was scraped and washed and black-leaded 
allanew. Gen. Paine had much more fear of 
his antagonist then than he had yesterday aft- 
ernoon. If he had known all that he knows now 
he might not have been so particular. At any 
rate the white boat was at her prettiest, and, when 
she appeared in her stays, with her white 
clothes fluttering, was a regular Lillie Langtry of 
yachts, although she did come from Boston.

Everything that 
the Thistle did, however, the Volunteer did also, 
and their short tacks, which ever ended with tne 
most graceful and agile turns upon their heels, 
was very like a sparring match for points, or 
two wrestlers playing for a hold.

As the sunset gun knocks the sun down, so 
the brass cannon appeared to knock the rain 
out of the sky. It ceased instantly. Jupiter 
Pluvius was not going to cheat himself out of a 
view of the start and he was right, for the start 
was the most beautiful that could have been ar- 
ranged.

“Tm satisfied,” said a Toronto yachts- 
“That's worth coming 600 miles to see.” 
But the surprise had not ended. Just at the 
abreast of the Electra, the Volunteer 


in its teeth, aimed half a point closer than the 
Thistle, and in less than a hundred feet had 
clearly the windward position. Everybody 
knew, even without the close calculation of the 
start, that the Thistle was sailing as close to 
windward as she could. And everybody knew, 
the moment that the Volunteer’s mancuvre 
was made, that the result was a foregone con- 
clusion. 

Gen. Paine was a picture as his boat went by. 
This man of many millions, in whose grasp is 
every luxury and whose conditions demand of 
him no exertion that hedoes notchoose to make, 
clinging to a stay on the slippery deck of a yacht, 
cased in- rubber, in @ muggy ocean rainstorm, 
was a lesson to idlers. He is an enthusiast, and 
a wost intelligent one. There is no better 
yachtsman in the country thanis he. He enjoys 
owning the fastest sail vacht in the world, and 
he owns it. He sails it with the most perfect 
method. Every man knows exactly his particu- 
lar post and his particular duty. When the 
Thistle went by, there were loud and confused 
outecries from many voices, but when the Volun- 
teer passed, there was not a sound save the rush 
ofthe two green veils of water that draped her 
flying stern. The Volunteer’s system is perfect, 
and the wayin which she is sailed is worthy of 
herself, more than which it coulé not be. 


The Thistle crossed at 10:40:21, the Volunteer 
30 seconds later. The two had gone off but a 
short distance on the port tack when the faces 
of all the observers fell. The suspense was end- 
ed at the start. The race was ended aa far as 
all doubts were concerned. The Volunteer 
sailed a clear half point closer to windward than 
the Thistle, despite every effort which could be 
made. She was going fully as fast and getting 
further to windward atevery dip. Every foot 
to windward meant a foot straight teward the 
mark. There was general disappointment. 
Everybody had looked forward to a close race 
and an exciting contest. It was clearly a walk- 
over. The surprise was faintly tinged with dis- 
gust. 

It increased. The Thistle’s sails were a very 
bad fit. In the Volunteer’s there was nota 
wrinkle. They were like white bended boards. 
The Thistle’s would not streteh and hold, how- 
ever. Theaft leech of the mainsail wabbled 
continuously. It shook first at the bottom, then 
at the top, and then settled downto a steady 
shake. The jib did likewise. It was in a spas- 
modic state of flutter. The staysail was almost 
valueless. It bumped and bouneed and strug- 
gled and, to uninstructed eyes, was more harm 
than help, 

“Whatisthe matter with the sails?” asked 
the amateur. 

“They don’t fit,” said Lieut. Henn. 

The Lieutenant was, strange to say, in excel- 
leat spirits. He will go back to England less 
on the necessary defensive than formerly, for 
the Thistle was beaten much worse than the 
Mayflower beat his Galatea. 

The gap to windward widened steadily. The 
Volunteer was, moreover, outfooting her. The 
spectators watched, wordless with surprise. 

“What on earth was the Thistle’s reputation 
based on !” asked one of them. 

“Wind,” was the sententious reply. 

And the quick-eared breezes caught the word 
and giggled and chuckled and hummed as they 
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danced about the rigging and over the side and 
away to tangle the rufiles of the whitecaps out 
to leeward, merrily whispering, ‘ Wind,” 
“wind,” “ wind.” 

The little tugs chased them like gamins follow- 
ing a procession for five wet and windy miles. 
The Volunteer was a quarter of a mile to wind- 
ward. Finally the Thistle went about on the 
starboard tack and had to cross the white track 
of her rival, who was a stretching space ahead. 
This was somewhat sad. Tocome 3,000 miles 
tolose arace for supremacy on the first was 
rather rough,even on so hardy a Scotch lassie 
aa the Thistle, 

Tack after tack increased her lead. Steadily 
she edged further and further to windward. She 
rounded the stakeboat 15 minutes in the lead. 
She did it in one tack less than her rival. She 
swept around with a great white circle of foam, 
asif twining her own wreath, slanted over to 
the wind, and started homeward with a little 
nod of acknowledgment to the guns that 
flashed and banged and the shrieking whistles 
that bathed the crowd of steamers iu their 
steam. Outward came her spinnaker boom, and 
the big white sail flared outward like a snow 
cloud. Flying like a race horse, and graceful as 
a ballet dancer, the little ocean princess started 
home. The Thistle rounded in a quarter of an 
hour, and was duly greeted. She, too, set her 
spinnaker and started after the far white boat 
most pluekily, but a steamer could not have 
caught her on that stretch. 

A few minutes before 4:30 the fleet of steam- 
ers and yachts were gathered at the finish line. 
Downthe wind came rushing the Volunteer. 
Spinnaker and balloon topsail swelled out in a 
white cloud on either side. A little mountain of 
canvas over a little mole of boat was she. The 
waves curled away in a great white arrowhead 
from her bow. She was flying like a racehorse, 
yet going so easily that she seemed almost slow. 
Closer and closer she came. The hearts of the 
watchers grew excited and exultant. Some of 
the little tugs lost their heads and screamed and 
tooted hilarious. Nearer and nearer she drew 
to themark. First bowsprit, then bow, then 
mast came into line. 

““ Now !” shouted Mr. Peabody. 

“Bang!” went the gun. Bang went the other 
gun. Bang went every cannon in the fleet. The 
whistles tooted madly. They had no desire to 
stop. Everybody danced. Cheeron cheer came 
from the crowds on the big steamers. The 
Electra offered her wreaths of bluesmoke. The 
tugboats held aloft garlands of white steam. It 
was victery, and every man and every gua and 
every whistle made it apparent in its noisiest 
terms. But the little ocean prima donna simply 
pinned down her big petticoats, rounded to be- 
yond the line, and was modestly quiet. 

Mournful wailed the big fog horn through the 
thick Scotch mist of the Hook. Crying and sadly 
human was the lonesome bell buoy at sea. Sor- 
rowing tolled the bell on the lightship, the blue 
bell of the wreck of the Scotland, as it sounded 
forth its greetings. Blank were the faces on 
the Scotchmen’s tugs. Dull and eheerleas 
glinted the sun on their bottles. For down the 
way, to cross the line, the Thistle came, van- 
quished and hopelessly so. Once more the guns 
banged and the whistles sounded, but less ef- 
fective. It was only the pity for defeat where 
before had been the chosen uproar of their bla- 
tant triumph.

THE THISTLE’S DECISIVE DEFEAT. 
A VICTORY DUE SOLELY TO THE SUPE- 
RIORITY OF THE VOLUNTEER. 

“It’s a varra gude day for the Scawtch 
cootther,” was the remark of a tarry-eyebrowed 
amateur, who sat on the business end of Pier 3 
East River yesterday morning, waiting for the 
press boat Talisman to wedge her way in among 
the mob of tugs that were around her landing 
place. 

*‘Ye’ll nae be thinkin’ thot when the day’s 
cover, Sondy,” said another amateur, ‘for iv’ll 
be too coold far the cootther the day.” 

And sure enough that was what was the mat- 
ter. There was not too much wind, nor too 
much sea, nor too many excursion boats, nor 
too much wash, nor too much fog; but it was 
“a varra could day far the cootther.” She was 
beaten yesterday, like the pugilists who meet 
Mr. Sullivan, strictly on her merits, and she was 
knocked out quite as effectively as those un- 
fortunate persons always are. The Thistle did 
not get too much of anything except of the Vol- 
unteer. She did not suffer from any wash ex- 
cept from the Volunteer. The race was not as 
exciting as that between the Puritan and Genesta 









































when they sailed 20 miles to leeward and re- 
turn, but it was quite as pretty. 

The yachts sailed 20 nautical miles to windward 
and return. The breeze at the start blew about 
15 miles an hour. Before the vessels reached 
the outer mark it diminished in force to about 
10 miles. Atter they had rounded it began to 
freshen again, and it increased steadily, until at 
the finish it must have been blowing about 25 
miles anhour. [t wasan unusually true wind, 
making but one shift of nearly four points to the 
southward and then going back to its original 
point, east by north. The shift met both boats 
at the same time, and did not favor or injure 
either one. 

Owing probably to the sea, which was on the 
port beam as the boats ran home, and possibly 
to the tide, the yachts found the finish mark a 
trifle to windward and were obliged to haul up 
about half a point, or perhaps atrifle more, in 
order to cross it. The Thistle made the neces- 
sary move first, and probably gained afew sec- 
onds by doing 80; but the change did not make 
any material difference in the relative positions 
of the racers. 

The Volunteer defeated the Thistle yesterday 
in the windward work, and in this did precisely 
what was expected of her. The centreboard per- 
formed its duty in just the manner that its adher- 
ents always maintained that it would. The Vol- 
unteer began to eat out to windward immediate- 
ly after the start, and soon showed that she was, 
moreover, able to outfoot her antagonist when 
close-hauled. The yachts had the sea abeam 
when on the starboard tack and ahead when on 
the port. tack. The Thistle held her own fairly 
wellin footing on the starboard tack, though 
she wasoutpointed. Buton the port tack, with 
the seas dead ahead, the Volunteer not only 
pointed better, but sailed faster. The result was 
that at the outer mark the sloop was more than 
a quarter of an hour ahead of her antagonist. 

In running home before the wind the Thistle 
did admirable work. She beat the Volunteer on 
this point of sailing precisely as American ex- 
perts, as well as her countrymen, have said she 
would. She made a gain of nearly three minutes 
on the Volunteer in running, which is more than 
the Genesta made against the Puritan or the 
Galatea against the Mayflower. 


THE VOLUNTEER’S WONDERFUL WORK. 

All who witnessed the magnificent struggle 
admitted, with the greatest readiness, that the 
Thistle was unquestionably a fine yacht; but 
the Volunteer was simply a wonder in windward 
work. During the recent cruiseof the New- 
York Yacht Club it was in going to windward 
that the Volunteer so decisively beat the 
other big sloops, and it was her excel- 
lence in this particular that enabled her 
to walk away from the Scotchman yester- 
day. The race was sailed in about five and 
three-quarter hours, which shows that while the 
wind was not a rattling good breeze it was a fine 
sailing one. Both yachts were admirably han- 
dled, and Cant. Barr can rest satisfied that the 
defeat of the Thistle was no fault of his. 

When the press boat Talisman left Pier 3 
East River, soon after 8 o’clock, there was every 
reason to believe that there would be a race. 
There was a good deal of foc in the air, and the 
general appearance of the Bay was much the 
same as it had been on the previous day. Grav 
mist enshrouded the shores, and the water was 
of a dull, leaden color. But there was life in 
theair. A breeze was blowing from the east- 
ward, and it plowed small furrows up and down 
the Bay. 

The Talisman hastened down through the mist 
toward Bay. Ridge, where the spectral forms of 
a fleet of yachts were barely visible through 
the gloom. The Thistle had remained at the 
Horseshoe over night, and so there was no need 
of tarrying at Tompkinsville to look for her. 
The Volunteer had already been taken in tow by 
the good tug B. T. Haviland, and had gone out 
toward the Scotland Lightship. 

So the Talisman hurried out through the Nar- 
rows and eager eyes aboard her peered through 
the mist and rain in search of the racers. The 
schooner Clio was met off Hoffman Island, going 
north under mainsail, foresail, foretopsail, and 
jib, with a goodly bone in her mouth, showing 
that there was lung powerin the wind. One or 
two other yachts were met going north, and they, 
too, were showing speed. The men on their 
decks were ciad from top tu toe in oilskins, 
which glistened with the water that ran down 
them in streams. 

When the Talisman reached the Swash Chan- 
nel a ghostly mainsail, of huge size, was seen 
looming up off Sandy Hook. It was lying over 
toward the west at a fine angle. The observers 
on the tug scraped the water out of their eyes, 
rubbed their binoculars dry, and took a squint 
at the sail. Under it was seen a long black 
hull, with a keen projecting nose. It was the 
Thistle standing out past the point of the Hook 
toward the lightship. 

“She’s going very fast,” said one. 

“Do you think she’s going fast enough?” said 
another. 

And then there were silence and laughter— 
not silence and tears. When the Talisman 
reached the Scotland Lightship the Electra had 
come down and taken up her position about a 
quarter of a mile to the south ofit. The Volun- 
teer was bobbing about on the waves and sailing 
slowly, with her sheets flat aft. The Haviland 
was near at hand, receiving instructions from 
the Electra. Presentiy, at 10:20, a man went 
aft and heaved the patent log overboard, as the 
Haviland started away to measure 20 nautical 
miles in the teeth of the cool sea wind. 

Two little balls were seen torun up the Elec- 
tra’s signal halyards to the foretopmast head. 
Then, at 10:21, a gun boomed across the water, 
and the two little balls burst into fluttering 
flags. The upper one was a white pennant, with 
a red ballin it, which, in the international code, 
stands for the letter C. The lower one was a ilag 
with three perpendicular stripes, red, white, and 
blue, which is the letter Tin the code. The pre- 
arranged code was hastily consulted by the 
amateurs on the Talisman, and it was found 
that C T stood for east by north. That was the 
direction in which the wind was blowing, and 
that was to be the course. The Genesta and 
Galatea both had to begin their outside races by 
going to leeward, but the Thistle was to have the 
windward struggle first. 

MANCUVRING FOR POSITION, 

The Haviland having got fairly started on her 
way, the Electra had onJy to wait fer the ap- 
pointed hour of starting the race. Promptly at 
10:30 the preparatory gun was fired. Both 
yachts were under mainsail, gaff topsail, fore- 
staysail, and jib. The Thistle’s topsail did not 
sheet out on the gaff as far as the Volunteer’s, 
nor did it seem to draw quite as well. The Vol- 
unteer’s jib set badiy at the tack, and the 
wrinkles there seemed to cause it to shake more 
than was good for her. 

When the preparatory gun was fired the 
Thistle was just to westward of the Electra and 
was heading toward heron the starboard tack. 
The Volunteer Was on the port tack to the south- 
ward of the cutter. And now began the ma- 
neuvring for position at tbe start. The Thistle 
ran up to the northward of the Electra and wore 
around. As soon as she got the wind on the 
port beam she stood over toward the Volunteer. 
The Voiunteer in the meantime had come up 
into the wind and hove to on the starboard tack. 
As the Thistie approached her she filled away 
on the port tack, and, after standing on ita 
short distance, wore, letting the Thistle cross 
her bows. 

The Thistle came up on the wind as the Volun- 
teer passed her, and getting on the starboard 
tack stood toward the Electra. The Volunteer 
jibed, and, getting on the starboard tack, also 
ran along on the Thistle’s lee. The Thistle kept 
away and the Volunteer bauled up and went 
about under the Thistle’s stern. Then the cutter

came up on the sloop’s lee bow. Both then 
rushed toward the Electra on the port tack, 
Closer and closer they went, each yacht tearing 
the water into clouds of snowy foam as she 
heeled over. The Thistle was ahead and wgs 
apparently bound now for the line. The Voiun- 
teer was following her. 

The Thistle’s long bowsprit was swiftly ap- 
proaching the Electra’s stern, and still there 
was silence aboard the flagsnip. Was the eut- 
ter about to make a miscalenlation and reach 
the line too soon? It looked so. Every one held 
his breath and counted the seconds. Now the 
Thistle’s bewsprit was right under the Electra’s 


taffrail. She was too soon. No, she was not. 
THE THISTLE STARTING FIRST. 
Bang! The Electra’s gun was fired, and {f it 


had not been shot to leeward the Thistle would 
have had her nose almost under it. “Capt 
Barr crosses in the smoke of the gun,” said Mr. 
Bell a day or two ago, and indeed it looked like 
it. It was a magnificent start—one yacht ¢.0s8- 
ing at the signal and the other being almost at 


her heels. Less than half a minute separated 
them. They crossed thus: 

H. M. 8.\ H. M. 8. 
2 10:40:21; Volunteer. ..... 10 :40:50% 


As soon as the Thistle was clear of the Elec 
tra’s bow she luffed close around it and flattened 
her sheets. Her mainsheet was blocked down 
tight, for they were determined aboard the This- 
tle to make her point just as high as possible. 
The Volunteer executed the same manceurre, 
but she seemed to be considerably more lively 
aboutit, and she gained several valuable yards 
on the cutter while the latter was doing nothing 
but pointing, for the Volunteer had filled away 
again a quarter of a minute before her rival. 

The Thistie’s headsails shook for some time 
and it looked asift a desperate efturt was being 
made to jam ber up to windward. Both yaebts 
had filled away on the starboard tack, and the 
trouble was now fairly begun. The exeursion 
boats and the steam yachts got under way and 
ran down to leeward of the racers. giving them 
a good wile berth, and showing a disposition to 
allow them clear and undisturbed water. The 
Electra set them all a good example by going 
about a mile and a half away from the race, 
while the press boat markrd the safety limit by 
keeping half a mile to leeward of the Thistle and 
a little astern of her. 


As soon as the yachts had filled away on their 
first starboard leg, which proved to be along 
one, toward Rockaway, the Thistle was beaten. 
The Volunteer’s centreboard began its work then 
and there,and she began to eat out to windward 
of the cutter in a manner that must have simply 
astounded the Seotch gentlemen who came 
across the Atlantic so fullof hope. Perhaps to 
a landsman’s eye the gain of the Volunteer may 
not have appeared to be so decided, but to every 
experienced yachtsman’s eye it was plain that 
there was no lope for the Thistle after the twa 
racers had gone a mile. 


The yachts kept their noses about even, and 
they were undoubtedly geing through the water 
at nearly the same pace. But the distanee be- 
tween the port rail of the Volunteer aiad the 
starboard rail of the Thistle constantly and 
gradually widened. It looked as if the Voinn- 
teer were actually sliding sidewise up to wind- 
ward. The fact, however, was that the other 
boat was sliding down to leeward. The Voian- 
teer had crossed the line dead astern of the 
Thistle, and haifa mile from the start she had 
the weather gauge of her by 50 yards. 

“ There’s too much wind and tuo little sea for 
the Thistle,” said a Scotchman. And with the 
next breath he exciaimed, “ How well that cut 
ter stanis up uncer her canvas!” 

And so shedid. She heeled lessthan the Vol- 
unteer, aud she aiso went less. At 10:55 
there was a temporary change in the wind, 
as before stated, and though it threw 
both boats a trifle off their course it did 
neither of them any harm ‘The Thistle’s sails 
continued to shake as they haa dune earlier in 
the race. The leach of the mainsail flapped all 
the time. This peculiarity has been noticed 
before, and it has been said tha: Capt. Barr 
rather likes it. 


EATING UP TO WINDWARD. 


At11:12 the yachts were about four miles 
southwest of the big Rockaway Hotel. The 
Thistie was about 50 yards ahead of the Volun- 
teer, but fully 300 yards to leeward. The twe 
yachts held their relative positions till 11:32, 
when the Volunteer inffed and flattened her 
headsails, which had been shaking. At11:40 
the racer’s were just off the Rockaway Hotel. The 
Volunteer was now neck and neck with the 
Thistle, but still further to windward. The 
Thistie’s friends did not at ali despair, fer they 
believed that the Volunteer would not gain much 
more in the windward Work, and they trusted to 
the cutter’s running powers. 


Capt. Barr, however, did not like the manner- 


in which the Volunteer waseating up to wind- 
ward. He evidently came to the conclusion tliat 
he could shake offthe broad, shaliow sleep by 
goiag further out to sea, where the two yachts 
would get a shaking up. Then the deep, heavy 
lull would tell, and would sut through the 
waves which would stop the lizght-waisted 
sloop. This is one of the great points made by 
the advocates oi the deep model. Ii ever they 
had it rammed down their throats they did yes 
terday. 

At 11:49:4U the Thistle went on the port tack 
and, of course, the Volunteer instantly slit 
Thi, 


an opportunity to turn on their pandemonium 
and they shrieked and yelped their delight in 
clouds of steam for fully five minutes. The 
steamboat fellows arethe gailery gods atayacht 
race. They don’t catch the fine points, but they 
applaud all the spectacular eifects. 

The Volunteer, having run .well out on the 
Thistle’s weather bow, went on the port tack at 
11:51:30. Now the yachts had the sea ahead 
and they began thut heel-andstoe business which 
is so dear to the cutterman’s soul. They bobbed 
up and down iualively manner, and so did the 
escort ef tugs and steamers, especially the 
tormer. Many who had been enjoylug the race 
up to this time were now brought low and men 
parted with their breakfasts more in sorroW 
thau in anger. Z 

OPENING SCOTTISH, EYES. 

And now the advocates of cutters in genera: 
and the beamy Thistle in particular began to 
open their eyes; for insterzd of stopping the 
Volunteer, the head sea unquestionably stopped 
her antagonist. On the starboard tack, which 
the boats stood on for over an bour, the Yolun- 
teer had gained only 30 seconds on the Thistle 
in speed and about a quarter of a mile in point 
ing; but now she outfooted the euttirin a wan- 
ner that must have brought dismay to the hearts 
of the Thistle men. 

She bounded over the waves as gracefully asa 
bird over flowers, and with apparently as much 
ease. And to make the thing stili more unpleas- 
ant the wind dropped. Now, the Thistle had 
more sea aud less wind; but she did worse than 
before, aud her advocates could say nothing ex- 
cept that they could not understand it. The 
Volunteer was half a mile dead to windward ino 
a very short time after the yachts got on this 
tack, and the more awbitious tugs, especially 
one wearing the Thistle’s colors, showed an in- 
chnation to close in on the cutter. Capt. Barr, 
however, had evidently read the papers after 
the first race, for he promptly displeyed a copy 
of Gen. Paine’s sign, reading “Keep astern.” 
The tugs, to their credit be it said, at ouce 
obeyed, and no harm wus done. 

The wind had now fallen so light that the 
sloop Titania, whifh had been sailing under 
mainsail, jib and fore staysuil, set her gaff top- 
sailand stood almost straight up and down 
with the additional eanvas on. Dark, oily 
clouds rolled up in the south, and It looked as if 
a heavy rain were about to set in and kill the 
wind. Fortuuately ihe rain passed away to lee

The Volunteer hoisted her lead-coated fore- | 
foot out of the waves and pushed ahead. The 
Thistle raised her keen nose in the air and every | 
time it came down she hurled a few bucketfuls | 


of water out of her channels along her lee deck. 
At 12:40 the two yachts were stillon tbe same 
tack and the Volunteer was over a mile dead to 
windward of her rival. The manner in which 
she had gained in butting into the seas was 
simply beautiful. It was not a heavy sea—far 
from it; but there was enough of a bobbery to 
show which boat was the better for that sort of 
work. 

At 12:48:10 the Volunteer went abouton the | 
starboard tatk once more and this time the | 
Thistle appeared to be quite ready to go back | 
into smocth water, for she followed her leader | 
at precisely 12:51:15, being still more than a | 
mile astern. Although the wind had gained in | 
strength after its first drop, it Was not so strong 
how as at the start, and the skippers, having 
tested the seaway thoroughly, decided that club 
topsails could be carried advantageously ‘out to 
the turning point. The Thistle sent her men 
aloft first, but the Volunteer was the smartest 
in handling her canvas. At 1:25, when off the 
Long Beach Hotel, she got her club topsail set 
while the Thistle did not get hers up till five 
minutes later. 

OUTPOINTED AND OUTFOOTED. } 

After getting her club topsail properly set the 
Volunteer went on the port tack at 1:37 and the | 
Thistle followed suit at 1:41. To describe their | 
relative positions is simply to repeat an old 
story. The Volunteer was outpointing the | 
Thistle a great deal and ontfooting her fairly. | 
As before noted, the Thistle always lost mere | 
on the port tack than she did on the starboard, | 
and this was undoubtedly due to the different | 
approach of the waves. 

The yachts were now nearing the outer mark 
and consequently making shorter tacks. The 
Haviland was seen looming up ahead witha big 
New-York Yacht Club flag at her mainmast and 
a red ball at her foremast. The latter was to 
signify that she was the mark boat at anchor. 
The Volunteer went on the starboard tack again 
at 2 o’clock, and it looked at first as if she was 
heading directly for the mark. It was evident 
in a few minutes that she could not fetch it and 
would have to make another board on the port 
tack. The Thistle went on the starboard tack at 
2:03:57, all of two miles behind. 

The wind had againdropped for a moment, but 
it was oniy atemporary lull. It freshened soon 
afterward and then gained in strength steadily 
during the remainder of the race. The Volunteer 
went on the port tack for the last time, at 
2:25:20, and stood for the mark, which she 
was to leave on the starboard hand. She rounded 
it amid a storm of whistles and a grand fusillade 
of guns, which was wafted down to the Thistle 
as she hammered her way up, and must have 
sounded saddening to her people. She got on 
the port tack to stand for the mark at 2:30:45, 
some time after the Volunteer had rounded. 
The official time of rounding the mark was as 


follows:

Zhe Volunteer accomplished the beat of 20 
miles to windward in 3 bours 45 minutes 49% 
seconds. The Thistle made itin 4 hours and 39 
seconds. Thus the Volunteer beat her in the 
windward work 14 minutes 49% seconds. 

The yachts started back with a freshening 
breeze that had good body in it. Their club top- 
sails were already set and they could now get 
out their other flying kites. The Volunteer, 
lowered away her spinnaker boom to port and 
set the huge white sail onitat 2:32:50. The 
Thistle was smarter in increasing her canvas 
this time and had her spinnaker set at 2:44:35, 
just 2 minutes and 20 seconds after rounding, 
while the Volunteer had been over 6 minutes in 
doing the same thing. 

At 2:36 the Volunteer set her balloon jib top- 
sail, but the Thistle did not spread hers until 
3:03. The cutter’s did not draw as well as the 
sloop’s, which set as round and smooth as the 
skin on a green apple. 

THE THISTLE’S OPPORTUNITY. 

Now, however, the Thistle showed that she 
gould go in one direction. She had eviaently 
made up her deep-keel mind to show the Yan- 
kees that she could toboggan down the wind 
about as fast as anything on the earth or the 
waters under the earth. And the way in which 
she walked over that 20 nautical miles of water, 
with her grand white wings spread to the fresh- 
ening breeze, was a glorious sight to see. Now, 
indeed, had she not been so hopelessly behind at 
the outer mark, might the sons of Scotia have 
pointed to her with pride and exultation. They 
could be proud of her as it was, for a bonnier 
boat never came out of the East, and now she 
was doing her work in noble style. 

Occasionally she rolled pretty heavily and 
threatened to goosewing her spinnaker. Once 
it went so high that it was on the point of col 
lapsing, but a skilifui turn of the tiller set things 
right again. The press tug Talisman was boiling 
through the watér at a fine gait, and by dint of 
earnest labor was just about keeping up with 
Volunteer. Keen eyes were watching the 
Thistle, and it was evident that she was slowly, 
but surely, making the outlines of her hull more 
plain. But the gap was too big to be closed by 
anything except a fast steam yacht. More than 
half the steamboats and all of the tugs were un- 
able to gain a yard on the Volunteer on herrun 
in, and the Thistle unquestionably gained on the 
majority of the steam fleet. 

At 4:05 the Volunteer was abreast of the 
Sandy Hook Lightship. At 4:08 the Thistle, 
finding the Scotland Lightship a little to wind- 
ward of the course she was laying, took in her 
spinnaker and hauled up to weather the leeward 
end of the finish line. The Volunteer performed 
the same operation at 4:08:39. The two yachts 
Were now not far from the finish, and were 
booming along at a splendid pace. The wind 
was better than ever. The steam yachts and 
Steainbosts, with a number of sailing craft, in- 
cluding the schooners Dauntless, Wave Crest, 
and Rambier, and the sloops Atlantic and 
Titania, were gathering around the finish to 
greet the victor. The Electra rushed down to 
her position south of the lightship and let go her 
unchor. 

Along rushed the Volunteer like mist before 
the wind. Her brown linen balloon jib topsail 
swelled out till it seemed as if it must burst. 
She roared through the water. Over the line 
she sped, with the America’s Cup safe again, 
and the whistles shrieked and the guns thun- 
dered and the people cheered and every one 
siniled, except the Scotchmen, to.whom the tug 
Charles Kunyon set 4 good example by lowering 
her Seotch flag to half mast. The steam yacht 
Mohican, with Mrs. Bell and the Tnistle’s other 
friends aboard, started for Tompkinsville with- 
out waiting for the finish of the cutter. 

That handsome aud gallant, though unsuc- 
cessful challenger, came tearing down toward 
the line ina manner that was simply glorious. 
She did not look like a loser. She had all the 
dash and spirit of a conqueror, and there wasn’t 
aman jack of an American who didn’t feel glad 
and sorry both at once that he had beaten so 
noble arival. The race was over. The series 
was ended, and again the challenger had failed 
to win evena single race. The ugly old cup, 
priceless trophy of undimmed nautical glory, 
was to remain at home, andthe marine suprema- 
cy of the most unmaritime nation outside of 
China was once more re-established on a busi- 
ness basis. And the following are the official 
tigures:

The Volunteer made the run of 20 miles from 
the outer mark to the finish in 1:57:06. and the 
Thistle in 1:54:12. Thus the latter gained 2 
Minutes 5412 seconds on the former. On the en- 
tire race the Volunteer beat the Thistle 11 min- 
lites 473; seconds. 

The Volunteer was taken in tow by the Havi- 
Jand and hauled up to Bay Ridge, where she 
Was received with the burning of red fire and 
the thunder of repeated guns from the fleet and 
from the Atlantic clubhouse, The Thistle sailed 
luine and went like adeer. She ran across the 
Volunteer’s stern, and her company lined along 
the weather rail and cheered the victor in a 
most enthusiastic manner. As she passed up 
the Bay she overhauled the schooner Norseman 
aud the revenue cutter U.S. Grant. Each gave 


such good care of the racers. 





her a gun, and her men responded with cheets. 
She went flying up to her ancherage’ at Toimp- 
kinsville, where she fottnd the 
anchor waiting for her, as though the proper 
thing to do on such an occasion wad to imitate 
Gilbert’s criminal and ‘sit in solemn silence” by 
a “dull, dark dock.”

On board the Patrol everything was 
in readiness in cause of accident. A large lifo 
raft iay upon the after hurricane deck, and the 
four small boats were luosened in their davits 
for speedy handling. Forty-four uniformed 
patroimen stood at their posts and at 
the slightest sign from their superiors 
evidenced their excellent discipline by act- 
ing in perfect unison. Inspector Byrnes 
and Capt. Smith, the Adonis of the 
stationed themselves in the pilot house and 
kept their glasses leveled upon the whule field 
throughout the race. Though perhaps unjust 
to the Inspector’s sense of duty, yet it may be 
said that he had a personal motive in taking 
It is certainly a

As the Volunteer forged ahead atail young 
man with arestless stomach controlled himself 
just long enough to ejaculate that he would bet 
the Inspector an overcoat that the Thistle would 
win.

A sehooner-rigged steam vacht felt her way 
through the mist yesterday, just before noon, up 
to Pier A North River, and astonished the po- 
licemen on duty there by bringing up at the 
dock. Naturally, a steam yacht would be ex- 
pected to be somewhere outside Sandy Hook 
yesterday, und there was a special reason why 
this one should be away from the docks, for 
her crew said that they had sailed many 
hundreds of miies to see the big race. 
Sie was the Alexandria, in command of 
Capt. McDonald, who had brought her from 
Montreal to see the contest of the Volunteer and 
the Thistle. But the yacht, getting in yesterday 
morning, ran out of water and came up the Bay 
after more, while the racers and their escort of 
ateamers traveled just the other way. Fourteen 
days had been spentin the trip from Canadian 
waters. The Alexandria remained at the dock 
foran hour or two, during which time several 
ladies in her party went ashore and took a look 
at the city. On their return the yacht started 
down the Bay to see the finish of the race, at 
least. 

She got to the Sandy Hook Lightship about 10 
minutes before the gallant Volunteer crossed 
the line a winner. The Canadian waited for no 
more. Giving a mournful salute to the Thistle 
with her comic opera whistle she wore painfully 
around and pointed her nose toward New-York, 
every flag and streamer clinging listlessly to the 
halyards in mute disgust.

CENTRE-BOARD DID 

A CANDID ADMISSION FROM THE 
TLE OF THE VOLUNTEER’S 
ORITY. 

The rain fell from theclouds aboveand the 
mist rose from the Bay beneath, while through 
the two mingling kinds of wetness shot the mel- 
ancholy beacon ray of the Thistle, as she swung 
at anchor last night off Tompkinsville. Mr. 
Bell and Mr. Watson were not on board. They 
had gone to the Mohican to dine. Capt. 
Barr paced the deck alone. A_ sailor 
near the bowsprit kept silent watch. 
Down in the forecastle the crew gathered 


below a hanging light and read elippings from 
newspapers about yachts and centreboards, 
their advantages and disadvantages. One of 
the sailors played a Concertina, but his airs 
were mournful most of the time. Once ina 
while he struck some tune that was lively, and 
some one of his companions would fling aside 
his newspaper and bezin a dance. The others 
would look up at the dancer, but he did not im- 
part much enthusiasm to them, nor did he in- 
fuse them much with glee, for in less than a 
minute he would stop his foot taps. 

“Tt was a good contest and we were badly 
beaten,” said Capt. Barr to a TIMES reporter. 
“Tam an old sailorand have won many times. 
and now to-night I know for the first time what 
itis to be overcome ina big struggle. But we 
were handicapped. 

* The greatest thing against us is the undoubt- 
ed fact that Volunteer is the faster boat. That 
is enough under any circumstances, but I be- 
lieve, too, that the presence of the steamboats 
retarded us very inuch. We lost three minutes 
in gojng to windward, simply because the steam 
craft kept so near us, or got ahead of us, or 
crossed by our side. I don’t mean to say that 
anything unfair was intended, but there 
can be no doubt that the result 
was just the same. It would be the same for the 
second boatin any race. Even the Volunteer 
would be hurt as we were to-day if she had 
been inthe rear. The fact that a big steamer is 
ahead of a yacht means that the yacht will have 
to ineet and force her way through the mass of 
water which the steamer is throwing back from 
her with her wheels. A single steamer will 
make trouble for a yacht like the Thistle in a 
race, and when a whole fleet is ahead of us, 
throwing water back upon us, it is about as bad 
as if we were sailing against the tide.” 

‘But your Thistle crossed the line first and 
thus had the advantage of the lead.” 

“Yes, I know, but we could not keep that 
lead. I must admitit was no fault, then, of the 
steamers. The Thistle could not keep ahead. 
It could not because the Volunteer can beat 
faster to windward. That centreboard ar- 
rangement is a great benefit. It was 
that which beat us. I can doubt no longer 
that it is a tremendous help and one 
which counts more than anything else in 
getting over the water. [ knew from the first, 
from the very time that the Volunteerate her 
way off past us and then cut ahead, that the 
chancéwas gone for our getting thecup, From 
that point on the race was to the American boat. 
However, I kept on to do the best we could, and 
Iam sure thatif the steamboats had not both- 
ered us we would have madethe race much 
closer. The weather wassplendidforus. Butthe 
Volunteer was better fitted for it than the This- 
tle, aud, when I think it all over, [ must concede 

ihat the American idea of a bread beam isa 
winning theory. The Thistle | have no fault to 
find witb. Still something was the matter astern 
there. We drew arope along her keel, and it 
isn't smooth asit ought to be. There i& an ob- 
struction just before her rudder. I can’t im- 
agine whatitis. Perhapsitisa barrel; though 
how a barrel could get there [ can’t tel. Sucha 
thing would impede sailing very wuch, you 
know. As to her sides and bottom, I guess they 
were allright.” 

‘“* Have you any idea of having another race in 
Almerican waters ?”’ 

**No. Ihave no such idea. 
don’t want ever again to race in American 
waters. [don't want to go into any contest 
where 80 many steamboats will bearound, There 
isno equality in such races. We never have 
such handicaps in our seas, and L don’t see why, 
when we eome over here, there can’t be some 
patrol system established to keep the accom- 
panying fleet ataharmiless distance.

It’s the 
cenfreboard. Mr. Bell will probably take the 
boat back to Scotland, unless he can get a good 
price for her here. But that is nothkely. Sbe 
is to be sold though, as that was the intention 
when she was built. What is to be done for 
next year of course no one ean tell 
now. IT do wish, though, that an agree- 
ment could be had to build the yachts, 
which are to compete, at the sametime.

SAILING THE VOLUNTEER. 

Capt. Hank Haff sailed the Volunteer from 
start to finish, never once leaving the wheel, 
even for a bite. The gallant ex-coast inspector 
was very modest in talking about his own big 
part in the big race, but his cousin, Capt. Jeffrey, 


of the Mystery, sat beside him in his stateroom 
last night when a TIMES reporter, who had been 
rowed out through the drizzle, boarded the Vol- 
unteer, and he contributed a great deal to the 
truth of history as regards the America’s Cup 
and Capt. Haff's part in its preservation. The 

“This is the third time that old mug has 
driven us 20 miles to windward,” said Capt. 
Jeifrey, speaking for himself and Capt. Hatf. 
‘The first time was in the Mischief, commanded 
by our uncle, Capt. Black, in 1881, when we 
whipped the Atlanta. The second time was in 
the Mayflower, last year, and now we have the 
greatest of all the racers in the Volunteer.” 

The reguiar crew of the Volunteeris com- 
posed of Capt. Hank Haff, First Mate Charles 
Kinnison, Second Mate Harry Haff, a 
son of the Captain, Quartermaster George 
Conant and Ciarles Johnston, Sailors John Sar- 
line, Charles Olsen, August Smith, George Jobn- 
son, Charles Latiman, Christian Paulsen, Will- 
iam Laurentz, Hans Chester, John Beckman, 
Harry Anderssen, John Westerland, George F. 
Stone, George Moberg, and Andrew Anderson, 
Steward John Hansen, Cook Frank Sandel, and 
Assistant Cook Joseph Mayo. 

Besides these there were in yesterday’s race 
Capt. Terry, of the Grayling; Capt. Jeffrey, of 
the Mystery; Capt. Berry, of the Mischief; 
Mate Ryan,the second mate, and seven men 
from the Puritan; Mate Peterson, from the 
Grayling, and, as amateurs, Commodore Forbes, 
of the Puritan; Joseph Fay, Dr. Bryant, of Bos- 
ton; George Richards, E. A. Willard, J. R. Busk, 
who, with Gen. Paine and Mr. Burgess, Capt. 
Haff said, constituted the best amateur crew 
that was ever aboard a boat. Capt. Haff 
said that he reliea to the utmost on Capt. 
Terry’s judgment in conning the yacht. ‘“ There 
is no better manin this or any other country,” 
he said, *‘in judging the set and trim of sails, 
when to tack, and tne other nice points in sail- 
ing ayacht race. [had and have every conti- 
dence in his judgment, for it was never wrong 
atany timeiu the tworaces. Besides, you must 
not forget that Gen. Paine is fully equal to a 
professional sailorin his knowledge of how to 
sail a yacht.” 


As to the mannerin which the Volunteer was. 


sailed, it took both Capt. Haff and Capt. Jeffrey 
to tell thé story, as the former was loth to brag 
about his performances, The Thistle was allowed 
to cross the line first,as she was on Tuesday, 
‘*because, as she was the first to start, to beat 
us she must get home first, and in running be- 
fore the wind the boat behind will carry the 
wind longer if it happens to die out.” 

The result of the race was clear to their minds, 
just as it was Tuesday, within 15 minutes after 
the start, forit was found that the white sloop 
was outpointing and, at the same time, outfoot- 
ingthe cutter. “ What the Thistle went to lee- 
ward,” said Capt. Half, ‘‘ would have lost her 
the race. We held on _ better. I don’t 
believe that it is possible to build a 
keel boat that can beat a centreboard 
going to windward. The Thistle is a wonderful 
boat for a keel boat. She did better than any 
other cutter has ever before done in that seaway. 
She is a grand boat, but she was overmatched 
by the power and speed of this boat. The 
Volunteer is a wonder. Idon’t know whether we 
were going better than we did all Summer or 
not, but we ought to have been, because our boat 
was in better order. If we had had the Puritan 
and Mayflower with us we could have told bet- 
ter. We do know, however, that our sails were 
not setiing as well as they have set. This has 
been a great campaign for our pretty craft. In 
the eight races we huve made we have never 
been headed once, except at the start.” 

Capt. Haff said that there would probably be 
some wonder at the fluttering of the Volunteer’s 
club topsail. That was permitted purposely. 
The sail was set while going lU or 15 minutes 
before turning, when the wind showed signs ot 
slacking, and to windward, because of the dan- 
ger and almost impossiblity of trying to set 
it after rounding the outer mark, and it was 
allowed to shiver rather than take chances of 
carrying anything away. For the same good 
reason of safety, the spinnaker boom was not 
lowered until some minutes after the 
stakeboat was rounced. They waited until 
they got out of the sea. ‘A spar 73 feet long 
isno small thing to handle heading into a jump- 
ing sea,” said Capt. Haff. “We had the race 
and proposed to keep it without imperiling our 
rigging. Had we been behind, we would un- 
doubtedly have taken chances and broke out 
our spinnaker a8 soon 28 we rounded. We car- 
ried the sail until within a mile of the tinish, 
when the wind shifted, and, as it wasn’t helping 
us much, we took it in.” 

«There waS nothing the matter with our spin- 
naker,” said Capt. Jeffrey, with a roguish twinkle 
in his eye, * unless the Secotchmen thought it was 
pulling us ahead too fast. The Thistle was 
mighty slow with her balloon jib topsail, but she 
broke her spinnaker out in good time.” 

“The behavior of the Volunteerin the heavy 
seas Was wagnificent. She stood up to her work 
so well that her lee rail was never once under 
water while on the wihd, though occasionally 
alittle spray would come flying over the lee 
bow.” Of the Thistle the Captaius said she car- 
ried her sail easily, and stood up finely. “ The first 
time he tacked we knew we had him,’ said 
Capt. Jefirey, and Capt. Haff assented with a 
nod. 

Capt. Haff said that both himself and Gen. 
Paine were disappointed at not being able to 
sail the race on Thursday, as the 29th of Sep- 
tember was the anniversary of one of Gen. 
Paines most important battles during the war 
and the 50th birthday of Capt. Haff. The latter 
received one congratulatory telegram. It came 
from Prince & Whitely, the old firm for which 
heonce sailed, and was signed by James W. 
Whitely and Maynard Eyre. 

Ge. Paine and his guests were aboard the 

steam vacht Oneida last evening as the guests 
of Capt. Benedict. When THe Times’s reporter 
boarded the Oneida Gen. Paine, Mr. Burgess, Mr. 
Willard, and others came on deck, and the Gen- 
eral said: ** A great deal of the time by which we 
beat the Thistle is due to Capt. Benedict, who 
has fed us since the races begun, and thereby 
enabled us to dispense with the weight of pro- 
visions, ice, &e. 
Mr. Burgess was asked if he had any plans for 
the future. He repled that he had not, and 
turned the question over to Gen. Paine. The 
latter said: ‘*No; the Volunteer is good 
enougno for me as yet.” He was anxious 
to know what the Thistle people thought of the 
race, apd when told that Mr. Bell had said that 
the crew of the Thistle cheered the Volunteer 
from their hearts as wellas from their lips, he 
showed his pleasure in his smile and paid a high 
compliment to the sportsmanlike qualities of his 
adversaries. 

He said that he had heard something about 
the probability of another challenge, but knew 
nothing definite. He was told that Mr. Mackay 
wanted to build a boat to sail the outside 
course, and that Mr. Bell wanted to sail a 
quadrilateral course. This latter proposition 
was heartily laughed at by Mr. Burgess, and 
all those who were standing by joinedin. The 
General said he was glad to hear that the Scots 
wauted to challenge again. Mr. Burgess thought 
that a beat to windward and back was good 
enough for him. 

Mr. Burgess was asked if he still thought he 
could build a keel boat which could beat his 
centre boards. He said: “I’ve been misquot- 
ed about that. Ididn’t say I could do it, but 
simply that I thought it This

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sloop of about 16 feet draught might do the 
trick where a boat of 13 feet draught could not. 
The draught of the Volunteer with the centre- 
board down is 21 feet.

WHAT ENGLISH PAPERS SAY. 
LonpDoN, Oct. 1.—The Post says: ‘‘ Ameri- 
can victory iscomplete, although the result does 
not discredit the Scotch challengers. The Ameri- 
cans have fairly shown that for the mere pur- 


pose of racing their centreboard sloop is faster 
than the Enghsh deep-keeled cutter. It 
must be remembered that the Thistle is only the 
tirst attempt to borrow some of the good 
qualities of American boats. and it is prob- 
able that the designer wiil prove capable 
of further developing his model. The fact 
that for three successive years the centre- 
board has emphatically had the hest 
of the English keel confirms the opinion that if 
we mean to win we must send over a centre- 
board boat, but at the risk of leaving the cup in 
America we hope that no one will resort to 
this expedient.” The Post confesses that the 
Thistle was fairly and squarely beaten. It sug- 
gests that a race from New-York to Liverpool be 
arranged between the two yachts. 

The News regrets that the race was not sailed 
in English waters. The American course, it 
says, is imperfectly known to English Captains. 
The News adds: * England has to learn a lesson 
from Americain this branch of shipbuilding, and 
had better set about it at once.” 

The Slandard admits that the Thistle was 
fairly beaten, but doubts whether the result rep- 
resents the Thistle’s real form. An examination 
of the Thistle’s bottom, the Standard says, will 
likely throw some light on the problem. 

The Chronicle says: “ The result of the race 
is decisive. We must accept our defeat with 
good grace.” 

The Daily Telegraph says: ‘ The Thistle was 
beaten handsomely on her merits. The Volun- 
teer is the better and swifter = ship 
all round. The triumph stamps American 
builders as at present our superiors and teachers 
in the art of designing fast craft.” 


BALTIMORE AROUSED. 


A SCATHING DENUNCIATION OF THE 
GORMAN POLITICAL PARTY. 
BALTIMORE, Sept. 30.—‘ It’s the rebel 
yell at the head of the Republican column,” 
said Mr. John K. Cowan, with a smile during 
a conversation this afternoon on the curious 
character of the present political situation 


in Baltimore. Of course, that exaggerates it 
a little, but it conveys one of the 
features of the fight. It 1s a fact never 
known before in any city or State that 
nearly all of the prominent ex-Confederates 
of this city are working night and day in behalf 
of the Republican ticket, and every hour they 
are gaining strength. A more thoroughly or- 
ganized eifort for good politics was never known 
before in Maryland. 

To-night the independent Democrats held 
their tirst mass meeting with a brilliant 
attendance and enthusiastic results. The 
audience included hundreds of the _ best 
citizens of Baltimore, life-long Democrats 
who will vote for the Republican ticket in No- 
vember. It was the most notable political 
meeting that has been held in Balti- 
more for 20 years, and on the stage 
were puch men as J. Hall Pleasants, Henry 
James, William Keyser, John K. Cowen, Gen. 
Stewart Brown, Charles J. Baker, Will- 
iam oH. Crawford, John A. Whitridge, 
Matt 8. Atkinson, Morton Schaeffer, 
W. Morris Orem, Joseph Packard,  T. 
Wallis Blakiston, by Pee Cress, 
H. Irvin Keyser, Col. George P. Thomas, Gen. R. 
Snowden Andrews, Alexander Rieman, Philip 
T. George, 8. Teackle Wallis, Richard H. Pleas- 
ants, Col. Charles Marshall, Gen. John Gill, 
Myer Stein, Owen A. Gill, J. Southgate Lemmon, 
R. M. Venable, John D. Early, H. D. Loney, 
William Winchester, B. Dobson, and Thomas 
Mackall. 

Gen. Stewart Brown, who is commander of 
the State troops was made President. There 
was a long list of Vice-Presidents. Many of 
them were officers in the Confederate army. 
The two speakers were Mr. 8. Teackle 
Wallis, and Col. Charles Marshall. Mr. Wallis is 
the leader of the Baltimore Bar and 
the most accomplished orator in Mary- 
land. Col. Marshall was Gen. Lee’s chief 
of staff, and conducted the negotiations for 
Gen. Lee at Appomattox. Heisthe nephew of 
Chief-Justice Marshall. His imeome from 
his legal practice is probably the largest 
of any in Baltimore. Both speeches were 
splendid specimens of political oratory. Col. 
Marshall described the condition of Balti- 
more politics, impressed the need of tho 
reforms, and touched up the leaders of the 
machine Democrats with much caustic vigor. 
Mr. Wallis made a_— capital address, 
aud pictured Gorman, Higgins, and others to the 
complete satisfaction of the audience. The 
adijress read by Secretary Marbury and 
adopted unanimously was the severest 
political arraignment heard in Baltimore for 
years. It declared that there was no Demo- 
cratic Party in Baltimore City, and that it was 
an organization that had banded together the 
criminal classes of this city for election and 
other purposes: 

“Time would fail to tell all the outrages that 
have been committed openly, publicly, and syste- 
matically, by this association. It has appointed 
to public office thieves, burglars, express rob- 
bers, murderers, and men stained with 
every crime. It has burned the ballots when in the 
custody of the clerk of the court, and the perpe- 
trators of the act have publicly boasted of it. 
indeed, every one connected with that act has been 
rewarded from the public Treasury. It has secured 
places in the Government employ for the two most 
notorious election thieves in the city. Ithas earri- 
soned a ward with 'ruffians and kept them in the 
city’s pay. Of 23 city, State, ana Federal employes 
in that ward we have found 19 whose names appear 
on the criminal records of the city. 

“The Reform League, a non-partisan organization, 
has succeeded in sending to prison 10 judges and 
clerks of election for election crimes,and in no case has 
the prosecution received the least assistance from 
the police, and in every case they have been called 
as witnesses for the defense. The investigations of 
the league have disclosed frauds in registration 
amounting to thousands of names. In seme cases 
the names have been taken bodily from the 
directories of other cities. In one case the names of 
a whole class at the medical college have been found 
registered in one ward, and solidly voted, though 
none of them for years had been livingin the city. 
at this very time the Registers are engaged in a con- 
certed attempt to hinder the agents of the League in 
the simple effort to watch their proceedings, and 
this, although the law requires that their sittings 
shall be pubhe. 

“The so-called Democratic Party here is no more 
governed by Democratic principles than itis by tie 
rules of common honesty. It is as undemocratic 
as it is immoral, and its claim to_ be 
the Democratic party is an impudent sham. 
It is time this masquerade should cease. We 
assert our right to rebel against this organiza- 
tion in the most elfective way we 
can, and believe that in doing 80 
we will be representiug the Inghest and 
purest form of democracy. We do, therefore, as 
Democrats, disown allegiance to the so-called Demo- 
cratic Party in this State as a sham and 
fraud, and we call upon every true Demv- 
crat to join with us this year in 
defeating the candidates, State and city, of this 
self-constituted organization: We will not listen 
to a party that publicly cheats and refuses to 
siop cheating, but promises to pass laws to make it- 
self honest.”

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CROWDS CHEERING THE 
SULT OF THE RAOE. 
WATCHERS AROUND THE BULLETIN 
BOARDS—BROKERS NBGLECTING BUS- 
INEsS AND YACHTSMEN JUBILANT. 

As early as 10 o’clock yesterday morning 
crowds of men began to congregate in front of 
the bulletin boards, eager to gain information 
concerning the race between the Volunteer and 
the Thistle. The rain and mud had no efteet 
whatever on them. ‘hey pushed and jostled up 
to the boards, read the few words of informa- 
tion, and then receded and formed in little 
groups to discuss the probable résult. Every- 
body seemed certain that the Volunteer would 
win, Tho Thistle had no visible adherents. 

As the day wore on and the announcement 
Was made that the racers had started, the crowds 
became lurger and the excitement increased. 
Men rushing from one point of business to an- 
other would stop a moment to make inquiry or 
to read and then hurry on; truckmen would 
drive their teams right into the midst of the 
waiting people, wholly careless of any cisecot- 
fort they might cause; women with skirts well 
tucked up mingled with the men, and were not 


backward in discussing the contest; the irre- 
pressible small boy was on hand, covering bim- 
self with mud and shouting for the Volunteer; 
serious, solemn-visaged laboring men withdrew 
temporarily from the fight with poverty to ask 
how well the peerless American vacht was de- 
fending the cup. 

As the race neared the finish, the crowds be- 
came dense and the enthusiasm more in- 
tense. It was now certain that the Volunteer 
could not lose the race unless some accident 
happened to her, but the multitude ceuld not 
tear itself away from the places of information. 
It was held by the fascination of expectation, 
When the news finally cams that the Volunteer 
had won the race, a mighty shout rent the 
murky air, cheer upon cheer was given for the 
doughty champion, nen waved their hats and 
embraced @ach other, women screeched their 
satisfaction, and the small boy got in his tine 
work by a series of unearthly and appalling 
yells. Then they dispersed and each went 
quietly hia way. 

Race bulletins were again the big thing in 
Wall-atreet, but there was none of the feeling of 
uncertainty about the resuitof the match. On 
the Stock Exchange practical jokers put up 
the usual jest abouta regatta around Central 
Park. But they pat the Thistle half a block 
aheadin their special dispatches from Filth- 
avenue and Ninety-secona-street, thus giving 
the Scotch cutter about the orly lead she had on 
the boards during the day. 
seemed to be staked on the race, and 
what there was was up at such long 
odds that the backers of the Volun- 
teer were’ not unduly enriched by their victory. 
That public interest in the United Kingdom ran 
high was shown by a message from Glasgow 
telling that crowds there surrounded the tele- 
graph office, blocking the street and hungering 
for a crumb of cheer. A force of Glasgow po- 
licemen was on hand to preserve order. ‘there 
were similar reports from London and Liver- 
pool. But the rave was too one-sided to stir up 
the Street’s blood to the boiling point. Kvena 
laudable effort to form a syndicate failed, al- 
though its object was to secure the Thistle a 
permanent job as a packet boat on the Morris 
and isssex Canal. 

Bulletins were received by the Produce Ex- 
change every few minutes, and their advent 
was the signal for the cessation of business 
and the gathering of the eager traders around 
the bulletin boards. Few bets were made, and 
these in smail amounts at odds of 5 tol on 
the Volunteer. The seutiment was general that 
the American yachtsmen had been more scared 
than hurt by the symmetrical and béautiful 
Thistle. The opinion was freely expressed that 
a public demonstration of regard should be 
tendered the able defenders of the international 
trophy. 

In the. hotels far up town last night racing 
matters were more nearly in the state of quiet 
which succeeds a well regulated funeral than in 
the state of glorification which follows a vic- 
tory. The expected had come to pass, and the 
amateur sailors were philosophical. They had 
not mate a great deal of money on the race, but 
their faith in the centreboard was greater than 
ever. And they had had plenty of it before the 
Thistle crossed the ocean. 


TALK IN THE CLUBHOUSES. 

The members of the New-York Yacht 
Club gathered in force at the clubnousé on 
Madison-avenue last night and gave free rein to 
their exuberant feelings. With afew—a very 
few—exceptions they are all centreboard men, 
and the results of the last two races have, in 
their unanimous opinions, proved conclusively 
the superiority in all kinds of weather of their 
favorite model over the much vaunted 


English keel. And they were giad that the 
character of yesterday’s contest left the chal- 
lenging yachtsmen no grounds for complaint. 
‘There was room yesterday, the whole wide 
ocean in fact, for everybody; and if anyone had 
cause for complaint on account of interference 
from the excursion steamers, it was the Volun- 
teer rather than the Thistle. As no complaints 
were made it was presumed that the Scotch 
sailors were satisfied that they were beaten on 
their merits. 

Commodore Gerry came up from the Electra 
early in the evening with Secretary Bird. Com- 
modore Smith, Commodore Weld, of Boston; 
F. W. J. Hurst, Gouverneur Kortwright, Mr. 
Peabody, and several other members of the 
club, and saw to the formal opening of the 
festivities, Commodore Gerry called the club 
to order, and in a few _happy words related 
the story of the race. He then called upon 
Secretary Bird, who read the following tele- 
grams:

These were received with loud applause. Coim- 
modore Gerry then announced a meeting of the 
club for Monday night, at which action would 
be taken regarding entertainments to Mr. James 
Bell, owner of the Thistle; Mr. Watson. her 
designer; Gen. Paine, owner of the Volun- 
teer, and Mr. Burgess, the designer. The 
opinion was quite generally expressed 
that some demoustration of a vopular 
character should also be made to show the ap- 
preciation in which Gen. Paineand Mr. Burgess 
are held by the American people for thus 
three times in succession designing and provid- 
ing the successful protector of the America’s 
Cup, the trophy illusirative of the proweas of 
American yachtsmen over all England and her 
possessions. 

Commodore Gooderham, vf Toronto, was at 
the clubhouse fora short time in the evening, 
but with this exception the representatives and 
friends of the challenging yacht were most con- 
spicuous by their absence. There was, there- 
fore, no restraint upon the enthusiasm that 
charterized ihe jeliification of the New- 
York Club, and it found vent in toasts and songs 
and cheers and general good humor. A toast to 
Gen. Paine was responded to with applause 
which terminated in a chorus, with orchestral 
accompaniment, to the effect that ‘‘ He’s a jolly 
good fellow, which nobody will deny.” 

Steward Neils Olsen said that some of the 
members who had backed the Volunteer very 
heavily from the beginning had especial reason 
for jollification last night. But since Tuesday's 
race it had beén impossible to find any one will- 
ing torisk his money on the Thistle, : 

Some little regret was expressed that the This- 
tle had not made a better showing in yesterday’s 
race. The American yachtsmen had been led to 
expect big things of ber, and her performance 
was something of a disappointment. The opin- 
ion was further expressed tliatthe Thistle would 
be sent back to England ina few days. When 
autbority was sought for such an opinion it was 
found only in the question: ‘ What else can 
they do with her? Noone in America will pay 
tor her half what she cost. Who wants a losing 
yacht ¢” 

At the Seawanhaka Club there was no great 
gathering, but such of the members as put in an 
appearance celebrated in a mild clubman’s way 
the victory of America over Great Britain in 

achtsmanship. There has always been a 
larger proportion of “cutter” men in the 
Seawanhaka than in the other clubs, and 
they fondly expected the Thistle to demon- 
strate the correctness of their position. 
With Tuesday’s race they had not been 
satisfied. Sueh a race, they said, proved noth- 
ing regarding the superiority of one style of boat 
over another. But yesterday's race was as fair 
as a race could possibly be made. Secretary 
D’Oremieulx expressed the sentiment of the cut- 
ter men in general when he said: “I have al- 
ways been a firm believer in the keel sloop. 
First, last, and all the time I have felt that 
for an open sea yacht the cutter would prove su- 
perior to the centreboard yacht; but yesterday’s 
race seems to me conclusive of the whole ques- 
tion. It may be pussible to build a cutter that 
can beat the Thistle, but it would seem just as 
possibje to build a centreboard sloop that would 
outsail the Volunteer, We are astonished that 
the Thistle made 80 comparatively poor a show- 
ing; but she had as good a show yesterday and 
was in as good hands as could ever be expected. 
if the course bad been 40 miles to windward in-

RAILROAD WRECKS. 


St. Louts, Sept. 30.—An accident occurred 
shortly after midnight at a station on the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railway 19 miles from this city, 
called Valley Park. Thefourth section ofa special 
Grand Army of the Republic train, crowded to 
its fullest capacity, was side tracked at Valley 
Park when the Texas Express came dashing 
along. The Texas train had orders to go ahead 
of the special, but the switch had not been 
turned back and the locomotive plunged into 


the rear of the special. Thetwo rear cars were 
Horton reclining cars, and the whole end of the 
firat car was crushed in. The passengers 
jumped out as rapidly as they could, and both 
cars took] fire and were burned up. The engi- 
-neer and fireman of the Texas train were fatally 
injured, and their death is ouneiee every mo- 
ment. Four pussengers were slightlyfinjurea. 


TOLEDO, Ohio, Sept. 30.—A little after 7 
o'clock this morning a heavy double-header 
freight train, made up of Armour refrigerator 
ears, loaded with dressed beef, bound east, was 
wrecked at Sedan, a point on the air line division 
of the Lake Shore Rajlroad, 80 miles west of To- 
fedo. The section men, who were working at 
that point, carelessly left a Switth open, and 
both engines, with 15 ears of fresh meat, were 
derailed and wrecked. Both engineers and one 
tireman were injured, and in the wreck was 
found the dead body of a boy named Tryon, who 
had been stealing a ride. Wrecking trains were 
at once sent from Adrian and Eikhart. The air 
line trains to-day are run from here over the old 
roa. Refrigerator cars were seut from here to 
obtain the beef from the wrecked cars. 


SHAMMING SEVEN MONTHS. 


A CONVICT’S NOVEL ATTEMPT TO PRO- 
CURE A PARDON. 

DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 30.—A remarkable 
case of imposture and of capital shrewdness in 
exposing it Game to light to-day at the State 
prison at Jackson. A convict named Brott was 
sent up in July of last year for three years for 
the crime of larceny. Seven months ago he 
began to develop symptoms of paralysis. He 
would suddenly fall to the ground while at 
work, and claimed that he could not eat for long 
periods, allof which ended in his taking to his 


bed. The muscies of his face became rigid, the 
eyes fixed. and hé ceased to éat or speak only 
as food was fed him with a spoon. He was ap- 
parently deaf, and could not see. In the mean- 
time physicians from different parts of the State 
while visiting the prison had examined him, and 
ali pronounced his malady paralysis. 

Dr. Williams, the prison physician, a few days 
ago became sutistied that Brott was feigning all 
his symptoms, but at the same time he deemed 
it nearly impossible for him todo 80. The doc- 
tor hit upon 4 novei and amusing planby which 
to expose the So ayer Cauling the attend- 
auts into the hospitalin a very matter-of-fact 
way, he told them in the presence of Brott that 
the case was a peculiar one, aud that the con- 
viet could not live beyond afew dayS anyway, 
and that dzy he should proeced to chloroform 
Brott, saw into his skull, and sée what the disease 
was. ‘The doctor then left, and very soon Brott 
began to move, and, calling the hospital attend- 
ant to him, he told that officer that he had been 
shamming from the startin order to get a par- 
don, aud took this course to elicit sympathy in 
his behalf. Brott was at once routed out of bed, 
and two days later he was at workin the paint 
shop and has been there since. Dr. Williams 
says he has heard of one similar casein this 
country, but only one.

Attention is called to the fact 
that J. J. BELDEN is a neighbor, a former 
client, and a warm personal friend of the 
Judge, and that the last work the latter did 
in private practice was to defend BELDEN 
against the prosecution in connection with 
canal contracts begun by Gov. TILDEN, for 
which he is said to have received $150,000. 
BELDEN is further said to have used 
bis influence to secure RUGER’s nomi- 
nation for Judge of the Court of 
Appeals and to have promoted his elec- 
tion, although he was himself a prominent 
Republican and the Republican candidate 
for the bench was CHARLES ANDREWS, an- 
other eminent citizen of Syracuse. SHARP 
employed BELDEN to promote his interests 
at Albany, and paid him a large sum for his 
services, because, as he said, BELDEN was 
not a man to “stir around for nothing.” 
The eminent lobbyist, now a candidate for 
Congress, is said to have been “in mortal 
terror” lest SHARP should turn around and 
tell what he knows about railroad deals and 
“bhoodle” at Albany. The application for 
the stay was made at Syracuse, the home of 
BELDEN and RuGER. Each one can put the 
facts together and draw inferences for him- 
self.

Some of the people in Washington who 
have been urged to take part in the Shep- 
herd reception are giving the matter a little 
sober thought. Consequently the prospect 
is not so promising as it was when SHEP- 
HERD’s partners and the survivors of the 
old ring first made known their plans. An 
impression that the proposed exhibition of 
loyalty to the boss is not wholly uncon- 
nected with certain mining enterprises in 
Mexico appears to have restrained the 
ardor of residents who have found time 
to think, The workingmen of the city 
are hanging back. They are not ready 
to follow the 600 recently imported Italian 
aborers whom one of the boss’s old con- 
iractors has agreed to put into the proces- 
sion. They have also discovered that the 
boss increased the hours of labor and cut 
down wages in the District when he ruled 
it. Only $4,000 has been subscribed. 
Even the simultaneous publication of a 
carefully prepared interview with SHEP- 
HERD in Several of the Washington news- 
papers fails to help things along. although 




























SHEPHERD is quoted in them as saying 
about the reception: ‘‘The idea that the 
‘old ringsters,;’ as they call them, are get- 
ting it up with my aid is preposterous.” 








The Sanitary Engineer makes what we 
have reason to believe is a just and what 
is certainly in its way a serious charge 
against the Aqueduct Commissioners, The 
engineers engaged upon that work are 
under personal obligations to European 
engineers for information furnished by 
them, often at much trouble and some ex- 
pense, which bears upon the technical prob- 
lems presented by the construction of the 
aqueduct. This information, though given 
freely and as a matter of professional and 
personal courtesy, is really a present of 
professional advice to the city of New-York. 
The only appropriate method by which the 
favored engineers can discharge these obli- 
gations is by sending to the foreign engi- 
neers who have shown them courtesies 
copies of the aqueduct reports. The Sanitary 
Engineer declares that copies can be had for 
this purpose only on payment of $5 each, 
while they are treely given away to politi- 
cians who have no use for therm and set no 
valne upon them. Messrs. FisH, RipGway, 
and Dowp have the distribution of these 
copies in charge, and they will doubtless 
feel abashed when the consequences of their 
method of distribution is brought to their 
notice. It is not too late for them to relieve 
themselves from this unpleasant emotion. 


The report of the Spanish Governor of the 
Philippine Islands concerning the Ponapi 
revolt indicates that the late Capt. Posa- 
DILLO undertook, with great haste, to sub- 
stitute Roman Catholicism for the religion 
which Missionary DOANE had taught for 
thirty-three years to the natives, and that 
the six Catholic priests whom he carried to 
the island were unable to restrain him. The 
result of his attempt proves that these new 
subjects of Spain will be more tractable and 
valuable if they shall be permitted to re- 
tain the religious Belief and customs which 
they acquired under Mr. DOANE. 








THE VOLUNTEER’S VICTORY. 

From the point of view of the American 
eagle, soaring in the blue inane, the result 
of yesterday’s yacht race leaves nothing to 
be desired, except, indeed, that the Volunteer 
should have shown herself a little the better 
off the wind, as well as a great deal the bet- 
ter to windward. A haystack, according to 
the old saying, will go fast to leeward, and, 
undoubtedly, in the eyes of yachtsmen of 
any nation, speed in working to windward 
is the most valuable quality a racing yacht 
can possess. Nevertheless, shape of hull 
and set of canvas have their parts to play 
in sailing free also, and the three minutes 
picked up by the Thisile on the run home 
show her to be on one point of sailing, 
though not the most valuable point, dis- 
tinctly a faster boat than the Volunteer. 

It would have been more satisfactory to 
the national bird if the Volunteer had at 
least maintained at the finish the lead with 
which shé turned the outer mark. All the 
same the beating given the latest chal- 
lenger by the latest defender is the worst 
ever administered, under circumstances 
equally favorable for exhibiting the good 
points of a racing yacht, since the comic 
Canadian vessels, the Countess of Dufferin 
and the Atalanta,

decks of the victors at the finish. 
A quarter of an hour in a little 
less than four hours of windward work is 
a most exemplary defeat, and it is one with 
the fairness of which absolutely no cavil 
can be found. The course was out in the 
North Atlantic, where local knowledge 
counted for nothing. The wind blew an 
almost absolutely steady ten-knot breeze 
without deviation. The accompanying 
steamers could not have becalmed or 
blanketed the rearmost boat if they had 
tried todo so. There were one or two in- 
stances of crowding, but they served 
rather to exhibit the boorishness of the 
sailing masters guilty of them than to 
do the Thistle any harm. The sea, though 
not rough, would have sufficed tostop a 
skimming dish, and did suffice to retard 
both boats, for the time of the beat to 
windward, though good, was not what 
either boat could have made in smooth 
water. It was noticeable that what sea 
there was obstructed the Thistle more than 
the Volunteer, as was shown by her greater 
comparative gain on the stretches that 
headed the racers into the waves. The result 
was a difference of a quarter of an hourin 
four hours and twenty nautical miles, or 
about three-quarters of a minute a mile. 
The American eagle, especially if his aerie 
be inland, will view this result with com- 
plete complacency. But in the interest of 
yachting it might be wished that the de- 
feat had been less crushing. The Thistle 
is undoubtedly the fastest yacht ever 
turned out of a British shipyard. When 
th Genesta and the Galatea were sent out 
it was open to British yachtsmen to declare 
that we had not beaten their best, 
and they threw themselves into the 
opening with enthusiasm. But the 
Thistle is far better than the best 
they had when the Galatea and the Genesta 
challenged. That best was the Jrex, and 
the Thistle is better than the Irex by a 
quarter of an hour in forty miles. Now 
comes outthe Thistle and is beaten in a beat 
of twenty miles this same bad quarter of an 
hour. That is to say, a boat 
built that is half an hour 
than the best of the normal type 
of British cutters in order to render 
her challenge for the America’s Cup an act 
as prudent as it is courageous, It is scarce- 
ly to be expected that such a yacht will be 
produced within five or ten years to come. 
On the other hand, it is scarcely to be ex- 
pected that the type will be so modified as

to produce a faster yacht of anew kind. So 
that we can scarcely expect another chal- 


lenge for the cup for some years to 
come, and that means, if not a 
period of stagnation in yachting,

new class of racing yachts on this side, com- 
prising the Priscilla, the Puritan, the Atlan- 
lic, the Mayflower, and the Volunteer. A 
boat over fifty or sixty feet on the water 
line isso much handier and cheaper with 
two masts than with one, and so much more 
eligible for every purpose except racing, 
that, in the absence of challenges, we may 
expect all these sloops to be converted into 
schooners, and the wonderful improvement 
in sloops to be arrested, 


It would be unfairto deny the obligations 
of American yachting to British chal- 
lengers. Fifteen years ago the Volunteer 
would have been like the Maria, a magni- 
fied ‘jib and mainsail” boat, The contest 
of yesterday was between an Anglicized 
sloop and an Americanized cutter, a ‘‘ sloop” 
with outside ballast and with divided head- 
sails and an almost complete cutter rig, and 
a cutter with more beam than anybody 
in England has heretefore thought 
conducive to high speed, and with 
a mainsail laced on the boom. Since 
the America showed British yachtsmen that 
sails should be cut and trimmed to sit flat 
and not to “ belly,” this interchange has 
been going on to the advantage of yachting 
in both nations. The Thistie is the latest 
result of it in England, and it would be un- 
just and absurd to disparage her because 
sheis less fast than the wonderful Volun- 
teer. The best opinion seems to be that if 
the Mayflower had been in yesterday’s 
race she wonld have taken third place. 
It is to be hoped that the spirited owners of 
the Thistleand the Mayflower may arrange 
foratest of this question, in which test it 
is quite possible that the owner of the Puri- 
tan would like to have his boat included. 
If the This'le, having missed the great prize 
she came for, should carry back a number 
of consolation cups as great as those capt- 
ured by the Genesta, no American yachts- 
man would grudge her their possession. 


If the opinion we have quoted be correct, 
it follows that if the Volunteer had not been 
built the trophy of the yachting supremacy 
of the world would have been recaptured 
by the Thistle. That this has not been done 
we owe in any case tothe liberality and 
spirit of Gen. Paring and the skillof Mr. 
BurcGess. After such a success as that of 
the Puritan, most yachtsmen would have 
rested and been thankful, and have pitted 
the winner of the races with the Genesta 
against the Galatea, which had not shown 
herself markedly superior to the earlier 
challenger. Gen. PAINE saw the chance of 
improving on the Pwritan, and the result 
was the Mayflower. She, too, fulfilled the 
purpose of her creation, and when the chal- 
lenge of the Thistle came it might have 
been thought that the Mayflower was good 
enough to meet her. But to the owner and 
to the designer of the Mayflower nothing 
was good enough that could be im- 
proved, and the latest product of their 
progressiveness is the fastest yacht that 
has ever been built anywhere. The 
country owes it to these men that the cup 
has not lacked a worthy and successful de- 
fender against each new challenge. The 
New-York Yacht Club, as the custodian of 
the cup, may very well recognize in some 
formal and public wavy its obligations to 
Boston in general and to Gen. PAINE and 
Mr. BuRGEss in particular. In might with- 
out the slightest impropriety, in fact with 
a high degree of propriety, invite them to a 
tributary dinner. 








LOCAL NOMINATIONS. 


The local canvass in this city the present 
year is one of great interest, as several very 
important offices are to be filled. Two 
Judges of the Supreme Court are to be 
chosen, a new District Attorney and Sur- 
rogate of the County, a city Controller, and 
an additional Judge of the Court of Gener- 
al Sessions, besides two city Judges, the 
Civil Justices of the districts, a President 
of the Board of Aldermen, and other minor 
officials and representatives of the people 
in the Legislature and Board of Aldermen. 
It is unnecessary to say how important it is 
to the people of the city that men of high 
character and ability should be chosen for 
these places, and, as much depends upon 
the nominations to be made, the organiza- 
tions presenting candidates should be made 
to feel their responsibility in the premises. 
At the present time party bonds are very 
much relaxed and the habit of independent 
voting, especially in local contests, is strong, 
and it will be necessary to make a decided 
appeal to the confidence of the voters in 
the character of the men presenteé for their 
suffrages. 

The two outgoing Judges of the Supreme 
Court are CHARLES DONOHUE and ABRA- 
HAM R. LAWRENCE. No political organiza- 
tion is likely to outrage the sense of public 
decency by renominating the former and 
provoking a renewal of the scandals which 
some of his judicial performances have oc- 
casioned. The record of the latter is not 
without flaws, but on the whole he is re- 
garded as a capable and upright Judge, and 
he will probably receive one of the Demo- 
cratic nominations. There is some talk of 
Corporation Counsel! MorGAN J. O’BRIEN 
for the other, but he is a young man 
who is not fitted by learning or ex- 
perience for so high a judicial position. 
Should he be nominated, there would be an 
excellent chance of the Republicans secur- 
ing one of the Judgeships by presenting a 
candidate whose conspicuous fitness would 
be recognized. No one would more com- 
pletely meet the requirements than Surro- 
gate DANIEL G. ROLLINS, who will not be a 
candidate for his present position, which he 
has filled with so much ability and credit. 
As other Republican candidates THERON G. 
SrronG and ELinvu Roor have been spoken 
of, anu either of them would be well quali- 
fied for the bench. 


Itisarather remarkable thing that the 
unusual display of ability, zeal, and un- 
flinching honesty and courage made by As- 
sistant District Attorney DE LANCEY NICOLL 
in the “ boodle” trials, instead of making 
him the choice of his party to succeed Mr. 
MARTINI, is really an obstacle to his promo- 
tion. It shows how strong upon the Demo- 
cratic politicians of the city is the hold of 
the old leaders with whom corrupt agencies 
were the customary means of accomplish- 
ing their ends. They are evidently not 
pleased with the exposures that have 
been made and the unrelenting prosecution 
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of those who have betrayed public trusts, 
That they desire to put the District Attor- 
ney’s office into less honest and vigorous 
and more pliant hands affords a reason for 
distrusting their motives, There isno doubt 
that with the people Mr, NicoLt wonld be 
the strongest candidate for the office that 
could be named, and if the Democratic poli- 
ticians choose to set him aside the Repub- 
licans could do no better public service than 
to give him their nomination, if he would 
acceptit, If not, Mr. Rouurns, if he could 
be induced to be a candidate, would defeat 
any feeble.or compliant candidate of the 
Democrats, such as they believe Mr, F1tTz- 
GERALD would be, 

For Surrogate a manis needed of thor- 
ough legal knowledge, great industry and 
integrity, and a decidedly judicial turn of 
mind, The talk of the intention of Tam- 
many to present Civil Justice MONELL tor 
this important position is calculated 
to excite supreme disgust. He  pos- 
sesses none of the qualities required in 
a respectable degree, and if he is the 
Democratic candidate it ought to be easy 
to find a man to run against him who 
would save the city from the humil- 
iation of his election. District Attor- 
ney MARTINE is understood to aspire 
to the new Judgeship in the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions, and his experience in his pres- 
ent office ought to be a good preparation for 
its duties ifhe has the other qualities for a 
good criminal Judge, of which we have seen 
no denial. Whether Controller Lorw is to 
be a candidate for re-election is still uncer- 
tain, but there is no doubt that his place 
could readily be filled by a man with a loft- 
ier sense of the responsibilities of the posi- 
tion and a more positive vigor in enforcing 
a strict standard of efficiency and integrity. 
Itisa position which peculiarly demands 
positive and independent character and a 
high sense of honor. 

The union of the Democratic factions in 
this city is not so strong or so coherent that 
their leaders can afford to presume upon it 
and disregard the necessity of challenging 
the confidence of the people. Much strength 
has gone out of the old party in this city, 
and much more can be easily driven out by 
nominations that fail to commend them- 
selves to honest and intelligent voters. 
More theught is given to absolute fitness 
for public office than formerly, and there is 
far less attachment to regularity of party 
nominations. The people are in a mood to 
vote with independence and support only 
the best candidates, and where bad or weak 
ones are presented means are likely to be 
found to give them something more than a 
choice of evils. 





GEN. CROOK AND THE UTES. 

In two well known instances, those of the 
Northern Cheyennes and those of the 
Apaches, Gen. GEORGE CROOK, after gaining 
the admiration of the frontiersmen for his 
skilland successasan “‘Indianfighter,” risked 
the favor of these admirers by taking the 
side of the red men and accusing the whites 
of having wronged them. To these cases 
this officer now adds a third, by his excul- 
patory words in behalf of CoLorow’s band 
of Utes. His official report shows that the 
country was on the brink of an Indian war 
based on the alleged theft of a couple of 
horses which may have been the stakes in 
a game of monte, and sundry violations of 
game laws. 

It is further made clear that the original 
attempt at arrest for the offense against the 
game laws was conducted in a censurable 
manner, the Ute camp being surprised by 
the gamekeeper, and several Indians seized 
without any explanation of the object. 
When the Indians started for the brush 
they were fired at, and several were wound- 
ed. Each succeeding step on the part of the 
local Sheriffs, their Deputies, and their 
posses, seems to have been worthy of 


the first. It is shown that CoLoRow 
pledged himself to quit the region in 
a fortnight, taking his people and 


their herds to the reservation a hun- 
dred miles distant. While withdrawing 
he was attacked and his horses and flocks 
captured. Ofthe stock lost at that time 
only a small fraction has been returned, the 
rest evidently being treated by the defend- 
ers of law and order a8 spoils of war. Gen. 
Crook asserts that the Indians were pur- 
sued from the first, with only one slight 
respite, and that the whites in every 
skirmish fired first. The slaughters among 
the Indians said to have been effected by 
the Sheriff and his party are reduced to five 
or possibly six deaths from wounds, and 
four of these victims were boys and small 
girls. Seven other Indians were wounded, 
but not mortally. 

The main point to note, however, is the 
relentless spirit with which hostilities were 
forced upon CoLOROW’s band. No doubt 
they were idle vagrants, and their proper 
place was on the reservation. But while 
their violations of reservation rules and of 
the county laws may be apparent, Gen. 
CROOK is satisfied that they had not the 
slightest desire to make war, and were very 
anxious to collect their herds and get out 
of harm’s way. Thisisa different version 
of the affair from that which attributed a 
bloodthirsty purpose to CoLoRoW. Gen. 
Crook’s report can hardly be regarded with 
favor in Western Colorado, but for that 
very reason its deliberate sacrifice of popu- 
ularity to a sense of justice is the more ap- 
parent. Meanwhile, one lesson for those 
who have charge of the Indians should be 
to keep them strictly on the reservations. 





ANGLO-AMERICAN DIPLOMACY. 

Much may be read between the lines of 
the authorized announcement that Messrs. 
PUTNAM and ANGELL will “‘act with the 
Secretary of State in the negotiation for a 
settlement with Great Britain of the dis- 
pute growing out of the questions »con- 
nected with the rights of American fisher- 
men in the territorial waters of the Do- 
minion of Canada and Newfoundland.” 
This makes it tolerably certain that they 
will not act with the Secretary in settling 
certain other questions which it has 
been stated, with more or less authority, 
would come before this body of such un- 
certain diplomatic status. Parliament was 
told that probably our rights in Behring 
Sea would be submitted to it, and on this 
side of the water it was rumored that the 
negotiators would make only one job of 


ry 





formulating a new treaty to regulate ex- 
tradition and reciprocity as well as the 
fisheries, 

It is also to be observed that these gentle- 
men are not to negotiate a settlement, but 
to negotiate for a settlement. Mr. CHAM- 
BERLAIN is a commissioner, and can bind 
her Majesty’s Government, even if the 
present Opposition be then in power. But 
Secretary BAYARD stands out for it that 
his appointees are to actevith him merely 
as qualified assistant negotiators and not 
as accredited commissioners. All three 
can no more bind the United States than 
can Mr. BAYARD alone. This is not very 
complimentary or even courteous either to 
Great Britain or to Mr. CHAMBERLAIN, 
which makes it greatly to be desired that 
the result of their joint Jabors shall be 
dealt with strictly upon its ments. If they 
shall produce a fair settlement of this cent- 
ury-old bone of contention, no small ques. 
tion of domestic politics should stand in the 
way of its ratification. 

We should have had a good treaty of ex- 
tradition with England now if honorable 
Senators, Jed by Mr. RIpDLEBERGER, had 
not preferred to protect Irish dynamiters 
rather than to bring American boodlers to 
justice. It is difficult to see any fair reason 
for Irish susceptibilities to be enlisted in this 
codfish business. But there have been signs 
of adisposition to worry and harry Secre- 
tary BAYARD, either because he is a Demo- 
crat or because he is negotiating with our 
dearest foe, Great Britain. Wherefore we 
repeat that if the “negotiators” and the 
“commissioners” shall reach a commend- 
able agreement it would be good politics 
not to go behind that fact to revive forgot- 
ten petty disputes, but to remember that 
Great Britain made the first concession, and 
prepared to deal with the settlement on its 
merits. 








THE WORKCHKSIER HESTIVAL, 





CLOSING CONCERT OF A VERY 8UC- 
CESSFUL SERIES. 

WORCESTER, Mass., Sept. 30.—The Wor- 
cester musical festival closed tu-night with a 
grand and thoroughly satisfactory performance 
of Mendelssohn’s oratorio, *Elijab.” The en- 
sembie consisted of the chorus, orchestra, organ, 
and the following double quartet of soloists: 
Miss Gertrude Franklin, Mrs. W. J. Bentley, 
Mie. Helene Hastreiter, Miss Hattie J. Clapper, 
Messrs. Jules Jordan, Daniel Downey, A. E, 
Stoddard, and D. M. Babcock. Master John 


W. Bentley, son of the soprano singer, 
also appeared in the rdéle of the youih, 
Mme. Pappenheim was engaged to sing 


the leading soprano réle, but was obliged to give 
it up yesterday account of indisposition, 
which was manifest in her attempt to sing on 
Wednesday afternoon. Miss Franklin, a Boston 
soprane, who recently sang the ré:e at Philadel- 
phia, was engaged in her place on 24 hours’ 
notice, and tilled it admirably. There was littie 
to criticise in the performance. The orcuestra 
and chorus, apparently not a whit worried by 
their arduous week’s work, were at their best, 
aud the soloists were fully competent. The 
majestic music of the grand oratorio probably 
never received a better interpretation in this 
country. ‘The audieuce crowded the great hail, 
and was liberal in its appiause. 

The afiernoon concert was of | a miscellaneous 
character. Its prineipal feature was a magniti- 
cent performance by the orchestra of Liszt’s 
symphonic poem, “Les Preludes.” The other 
orchestral numbers were Von Weber’s * Jubilee 
Overture,” Saint-Saens’s barcarole, * Une Nuit 
a Lisbon,” and the scherzo trom Goetz’s sym- 
phony in F. The soloists were Mrs. Maud 
Starkweather and Miss Clapper. The former 
sang ina jaunty way the Prock theme, Op. 164, 
with ita interminable variations, and gained an 
encore therefor. The latter appeared in’ an air 
from Donizetti’s ** Pia de Tolomei,’ in which 
she was not at her best. The only other number 
of the afternoon programme was a brace of 
violiu show pieces by Leopold Lichtenberg, the 
leader of the orchestra. 

The festival, considered as a whole, has been 
the tinest ever given by the association, and it 
compares favorably in point of orchestral and 
chorus excellence with any ever given in the 
country. The chorus work has been as near per- 
fect as could be, except in sume of the intrivate 
passages of Berlioz’s ‘*Damnation of Fanst,” 
where a slight hesitation and lack of confidence 
was noticable. This music is toe ditficult for so 
large a chorus, except it be composed entirely 
ot professional singers. The work of the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra has been beyond criticism, 
and the balance between chorus and orchestra, 
under the skillful direction of Carl Zerrahn, has 
been most admirable. 

Mme. pe see nty inability to do the work 
expected of her in the Wednesday afternoon 
concert and in the oratario was a disappoiat- 
ment, and the failure to 8 cure the orchestral 

arts to Schuvert’s Twenty-third Psalm, which 

ad been thoroughly rehearsed by the female 
chorus, showed a lack of business foresight, 
but with these exceptions every promise of the 
management has been satisfac ovily carried out. 
Of the solo artists Mme. Hastreiter carried 
off the honors. A Worcester audience is evi- 
dently better pleased with sentiment and ex- 
Pression 1n a singer than with vocal pyrotech- 
nics. 

The city has been full of strangers all the 
week, and no festival given by the society has 
ever received so much attention at the hands of 
professional critics. Tne audiences have been 
intelligent and discriminating. They have been 
chary, rather than generous, in their applause, 
and their approval has always been conditional 
on the merit of the performance. 

The scheme of the festival has beer severely 
criiicised in some quarters because it has seemed 
at times to sacrifice high ‘art to popular effect. 
There is too much prominence given to brill- 
iant soloists and not enough to severe 
choral study, say these hypercritical per- 
sons. The criticism is just from a purely 
professional standpoint, but the members 
of the Worcester choir are not professionals. 
They are simply well drilied amateurs, with en- 
thusiasm and fresh young voices, whose knowl- 
edge of music has been mainly acquired in the 
public schools of Worcester County. They will- 
ingly give a great deal of time to study and re- 
hearsa! during the year, but at the annual festi- 
val they want entertuinment as well as work. 
They wart to hear the best soloists in their 
show pieces and the orchestra in brilliant selec. 
tions. Were it not for this variety the festival 
would soon be lacking both choir and audience. 
The managers recognize the demand and eater 
to it, and.doing so, have succeeded in getting to- 
gether and retaining from year to year the most 
proficient and best drilled choir in their county. 
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THE INDIAN CONFERENCE,

Thayer advocated bringing the Indians under 
the protection of the ordinary laws of the land, 
creating local courts and organizing local Gov- 
ernments. ‘Let them,” said Prot. Thayer, 
“have their property under Trustees, 
with guardians for such as need them. 
End the policy of exclusion and of 
political control by absorbing them into our 
civil society. Give them the same laws and 
put them under the same sort of legal officials 
as ether American citizens.” Dr. Lyman 
Abbott, for the Business Committee, reported 
resolutions expressing the opinion that the 
order of the Indian Bureau prohibiting the use 
of the Indian language in all schools would if 
literally enforced be disastrous to educational 
and miedouaty. work among the Indians, and 
appointed w committee of seven to present the 
views of the conferenee to the Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs. For this committee the 
following were iy ane The Rev. Drs.

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THE CORN MARKET. 

CurcaGo, Sept. 30.—Orders were received 
here tu-day from Liverpool to buy corn in this 
market for May delivery. This is something 
very unusual in the case of corn, foreign opera- 
tora for future delivery having hitherto limited 


themselves to wheat and provisions. The fact 
is considered interesting as tending to prove 
what has already been reported, that the scarcity 
of teed crops te United Kingdom will make 
1t necessary to jA4rgely increase the importatiou 
of corn for the current cereal year. The scarcity 
of vash corn in this market may be inferred from 
the fact that at least 100,000 bushels was de- 
faulted on in September contracts to-day. Noone 
bas any idea that there was inteution to default, 
and doubtless the matter will be settled amicably. 
For the same reason the charterings were ligbt. 
Very little grain is available by shippers, stocks 
of corn being swali and the old wheat held worth 
wore than is bid fourit. Some corn was worked 
here yesterday for Liverpuol, and foreign orders 
to buy wheat in Duluth were also worked here. 
The recent strength in cash wheat and oats in 
this market is explained by the position of the 
warehousemen. They are taking time by the 
forelock in the effort to obtain matrrial to oc- 
cupy their bins during the coming Winter. The 
premium offered for carrying into May is large 
enough to induce several of them to take the 
responsibility of carrying, as there is not now 
much prospect of large receipts from the coun- 
try in the cold weather. The smaller ware- 
houses in the West are doing their best to find 
grain to hold till the Spring, and this fact will 
tend to lessen the receipts at points included in 
the list of visible supply.

CLEVELAND, Ohio,Sept. 30.—The 106 vete- 
ran firemen of New-York, accompanied by their 
ladies and friends, reached this point to-day on 
their transcontinental tour, and return without 
accident or sickness.

GRAIN AT BUFFALO. 

Burra.o, N. Y., Sept. 30.—The receipts of 
flour at Buffalo by lake during the month of 
September, compared with the receipts for the 
corresponding month in 1886, show a decrease 
of 218,776 barrels.

of 1,477,296 bushels; in corn an increase of 
970,128 bushels; 11 oats an 1ncrease of 998,819 
busheis; in barley an increase of 63,285 busnels, 
andin rye an increase of 55,435 bushels. The 
total increase for the month in ali kiuds of crain 
is 579.836 bushels, and in all grain flour reduced 
to wheat a decease of 464,044 bushels.

4HE PRESIDENT CORDIALLY 
GREEITED EVERYWHERE. 

A PROMPT START FROM WASHINGTON— 
GREAT CROWDS MEET THE TRAIN 
THROUGHOUT PENNSYLVANIA. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—About the time 
ou Thursday night that Mrs. Cleveland an- 
nounced that her last trunk was packed and 
that she had only to put on her bonnet to be 
ready for the trip to the West,the clouds that 
had been hanging over Washington for two or 
three days, dropping showers from time to time 
and making everybody sympathize with the 
rain-beaten Grand Army men at St. Louis, 
broke away sufficiently to let a star or two of 
promise shine out. These starry weather indi- 
cators were true, for when at 9:30 this morning 
the President’s carriage was driven to the door 
of the White House the mists were rolling back 
across the Potomac, and the sun was struggling 
through the widening spaces between silvery 
clouds. The President's luck was to be with 
him again, even if it did happen to be Friday, 
and the weather for the start was to be propi- 
tious. Long before the President's party started 
for the train the railroad people had been busy 
putting the last touch of dust brush andchamois 
cloth to the paint and glass of the three hand- 
some cars, and with an engine conveniently 
side-tracked the word was waited for start- 
ing. About 200 or 300 spectators gath- 
ered behind the rail that incloses the 

track, And: gratified their curiosity with a 

distant view of the vestibuled cars and a little 

group of correspondents gathered within the in- 
closure to see the departure. There were a few 
policemen about, but they had nothing to do, as 


the crowd was not eager, nor did it show any 
disposition to crowd. Marshal Wilson came 
along with the Chief of Police and his squad of 
men, and then Secretary Fairchild arrived with

As soon as 
the train stupped the President and Mrs. Cieve- 
jand were seen about the centre of the Pullman 
car. He sat near the window, and to a request 
to go to the platform of the car he shook his 
head. As soon as the messenger could reach 
him a dispatch was put into his hands asking 
him to stand on the platform while passing 
Hanover Junction. Tse President wore a light 
slouch hat, which he removed only once. At 
11:15 the signai was given and the train pulled 
out and proceeded on its way. There was no 
demonstration by the people assembled at the 
station. 


York, Penn., Sept. 30.—The special train 
bearing President and Mrs. Cleveland reached 
York at 1:15, and slowed up as it neared the city 
limits. It passed very slowly through the city, 
but did not stop. President Cleveland stood 
upon the rear platform, and bowed pleasantly 

_to the assewbled multitude. -All along the line 

“of the railroad in the city the peuple were gath- 
ered, and wt the station az immense crowd had 
‘assembled. Frequent cheers greeted the Presi- 
deut. Mrs. Cleveland stood in the open door- 
way of the car, and many good wishes were sent 
after her by the ladies in the crowd. 


MIFFLIN, Penn., Sept. 30,—At Harrisburg

ALTOONA, Sept. 30.—The ride up the Sus- 
guehanua and Juniata Valleys was delightful. 
The suitiness of the morning had given place to 
@ cooler temperature. At Mifflin and Mount 
Union the inhabitants were out in force, and 
cheered euthusiastically. At Huntingdon fiags 

- were liberally displayed, and the steam whistles 
ot the town tooted their very loudest. At Lewis- 
town Juuction was gathered a large number of 
villagers and country people, who had come 
in wagons, in which they sat or stood, 
and waved their welcome.

This evening the President, in reply to an in- 
quiry as to how he was enjoying his journey, | 
expressed his warm approval of all that had 
been done by the Pullman people for his com- 
fort, and declared that hisfirst day’s journey had 
been delightful througout. “I have never been in 
this part of the country before,” he said, ‘‘and 
this mountain and valiey scenery is charming.” 
Of the people along the route whose warm 
greetings he was every few minutes acknowl- 
edging he said: ‘‘ These people deserve a creat 
deal of consideration. They rarely have a 
chance to see a President, and when they do 
their enthusiasm is of the most genuine and 
hearty character.” 

“Isn't it wonderful,” queried Mrs. Cleveland, 
“how, living so far from the busy centres, they 
learn exactly when the trainisdue? Somehow 
they do learn it, for they are ail on hand.” 

For hours previous to the time fixed for the 
arrival of the Presidential train at Pittsburg the 
streets leading to Union Station were literally 
jammed with people anxious to gain even a 
glimpse of the train bearing the distinguished 
party to the West. The committee of 
citizens representing all the corporate 
bodies of the city assembied in the office of 
Superintendent Pitcairn, of the Western Divi- 
sion of the Pennsylvania Road, and when it 
was announced that the train was approaching 
the city they were sent out on a special for the 
parece of intervepting the train with a view of 
nducing the President to extend his time 20 
minutes in the city instead of 5. The ladies 
of the Women’s Christian Temperance Union 
were also present in the office of the Superin- 
tendent and had with them a floral offering for 
Mrs. Cleveland bearing the inscription: “ In 
Thee Shall the Nations of the Earth be Blessed.” 
In the meantime the throng surged in and about 
the Union Station until the crowding was almost 
unbearable, and many were compelled to force 
their way to the side streets to gain a breathing 
spell. 

The train reached the Union Station 20 min- 
utes behind the schedule time, a stop having 
been made at Homewood, in the city limits, for 


fuly 20 minutes to witness the illumi- 
nation of the natural gas standpipes, 
which from a height of nearly 120 


feet sent a pillar of fire fully 50 feet above 
the pipe. While this sight was being witnessed 
a mass of peopie, numbering more than 15,000, 
were jamming about the station clamoring for 
admission to the platform. When the train 
was approaching the Union Station red 
fire was burned along the bluff skirting 
the tracks leading to the station, and the houses 
on the street below were illuminated and dec- 
orated with multi-colored lanterns. There was 
an enthusiastic welcome as the train pulled 
in, and the cheers were re-echoed from the 
thousands who were unable even to get a 
glimpse of the roofs of the coaches. As soon as 
the train came to a stop Superintendent Pitcairn 
conducted the ladies of the Women’s Christian 
Temperance Union to Mrs. Cleveland, and Mrs. 
R. H. Jones presented the beautiful testimonial 
which had been prepared. In the meantime the 
various Democratic organizations, the members 
of which had been drawn up im line for some 
time, crowded upon the platform of the rear 
car, upon which§ the President had! taken his 

osition. They were enthusiastic, and the 

resident had an opportunity of knowing 
what Pittsburg enthusiasm means. The 
train waited only tive minutes, and as 
1t passed = along the tracks of the 
Pan Handle Railway and into the porial 
of the tunnel westward bound the crowd slowly 
dispersed. The President as he parted from the 
jast member ef the Citizens’ Committee said 
that he had seen just enough of Pittsburg to in- 
duce him to promise thatin the early future he 
would return to see more of it. 


St. Lovts, re 30.—The committee 
which is preparing for the reception and enter- 
tainment of the President and Mrs. Cleveland 
has ascertained that it will be impossible to ex- 
hibit the big pictures of the President and Lin- 
coln on cathedral glass during the President’s 


visit, and that canvas transparencies 
will have to be substituted for 
them. The Mayor has appointed a 


committee of six to drive to East St. Louis with 
him to meet the Presidential Party. They will 
arrive about 12 o’clock to-morrow night, and 
the President and Mrs. Cleveland will be driven 
direct to the Mayor’s residence. The other 
members of the company will be escorted to 
the Lindell Hotel. There will be alarge trans- 
parency suspended from the arch in the centre 
of the bridge displaying in glittering letters: 
** Welcome to St. Louis.” 

All the committees were strengthened to-day, 
and even the proverbial good luck of the Presi- 
dent will follow him here. The clouds that have 
canopied the city for five days have disappeared, 
and clear, cool weather is predicted for the next 
week. Grand Marshall Harrington Nas com- 
pleted all arrangements for the parade in honor 
of the President, and reports that he will have 
30,000 men in line. On Sunday the President 
will co to church, ana en Monday he will attend 
the fair and exposition. On Monday night the 
grand illumination of the streets will take 
place, and the parade will be reviewed at the 
Southern Hotel. On Tuesday the public recep- 
tion at the Lindell will be held, and at night the 
party will attend the Veiled Prophet's ball.

CuIcAGo, Sept. 30.—The Anarchists had 
some distinguished visitors at the jail this after- 
noon. They were a number ef the Knights of 
Labor delegates to the Minneapolis Convention, 
among them being John McMackin, of Phil- 
adelphia, Master Workman of District No. 


31; George T. Murray, of New-York, delegate of 
Typographica] Union No, 6, and John Morrison, 
of New-York; Master Workman of District No. 
126, weavers. Delegates conversed in turn 
with all the condemned men, having long con- 
versations with Spies, Fielden, and Parsons. 
Mrs. Parsons, Mrs. Schwab, Mrs. Engel, 
Mrs. Fisher, with other relatives of the pris- 
oners, were also present. Capt. Black and Miss 
Van Zandt came late, and were at once intro- 
duced to the visitors. They formed a group, 
Miss Van Zandt in the centre, and an impressive 
debate was started, which continued almost to 
the moment of closing. Lawyer Solomon eame 
in for a few minutes, as did also some mem- 
bers of the Amnesty Committee. The 
prisoners seemed very much more composed 
and genial than they have been of late, and the 
visit of the Knights of Labor delegates seemed 
to have a very inspirisg effect on them. Morri- 
son admitted that the .topic discussed was the 
probability of a resolution being passed by the 
Knights of Labor Convention eondemning the 
judgment of the Supreme Court. He believed 
that such a resoulution would be adopted readily. 

“The work of securing signatures to the peti- 
tions for clemency is progressing in a most satis- 
factory manner,” said L, 8. Oliver to-day. ‘We 
expressed 2,000 copies to New-York City to- 
day, and are sending hundreds all over the 
United States. I think we must have 20,000 sig- 
natures already, and the work is hardly begun. 
Firat-class men have volunteered tocanvass the 
business portion of the city. It is very rare 
that a man refuses to sign a petition that is pre- 
sented in a sensible manner. It is either yes or 
noina very short time. People have had plenty 
of time to consider this question, and it is folly 
to attempt any argument with a person who de- 
clines, We are receiving considerable money 
from sympathizers outside of the city.”

CAUGHT AFTER EIGHTEEN YEARS. 

CLEVELAND, Sept. 30.—James H. Mce- 
Ghindley, alias J. H. Martin, alias H. B. Mason, 
was arraigned before United States Commission- 


er Williams to-day chargea with fraudulently 
drawing pensions in the names of a large num- 
ber of widows purporting to livein Turonto, 
Canada, but said to be dead. The widows form- 
erly lived in Quincy, IIL, but their residence was 
suspiciously changed to Canada. The arrest is 
one result of the scrutiny of pension rolls which 
Commissioner Black has been engaged in fer 
several Months. It1s estimated that MeGhind- 
ley has already swindled the Government in this 
Way out of more than $200,000 in operations 
extending over 18 years. He waived examina- 
tion and was committed to jail in default of 
$10,000 bail to await trial in the District 
Court. He has been traced through various 
places, and was once reported to have died of 
yellew fever in New-Orleans. He was found by 
Government detectives here, where he has been 
keeping asaloon. Highteen years ago he was a 
pension attorney in Macon City, Mo. A warrant 

| was issued for his wife, but sne was not arrested 

| on account of being demented. MeGhindley 
has acknowledged his identity and confessed 
his crime.

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TO KEEP FIGHT. 


PLANS OF THE DEFEATED PROHBIBITION- 
ISTS IN TENNESSEE. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 30.—Although it 
was evident at midnight last night that the pro- 
posed constitutional amendment had been de- 
feated, the Prohibitionists made some calcula- 
tions this morning, and on the strength of their 
figures came to the conclusion that they had 
carried the State by a small majority. 
Dispatches announcing large majorities for 
the amendment came in early from several 
counties, and the Pronibitionists became more 
hopetul. At noon, however, anti-Prohibition | 


majorities began to come thick and fast, and it 
was soon conceded that there was no hope for 
the amendment. . Taé antis insisted that the 
majority woulé be from 20,000 to 25,000, while 
the Prohibitionists maintained that these fig- 
ures would not be reached. 

The majorities in East Tennessee for the 
amendment surprised even Prohibitionists, as 
the general estimate was 15,000. The noon re- 
port gave 18,000 as the figure. The antis 
three weeks ago claimed that division of the 
State, but recent developments caused them 
to give up all hope. They looked to Middle 
and West Tennesse for good majorities. | 

The election shows a curious variety of local 
results, Which in many instances have gone 
counter to the most careful estimates made 
some days. before the election. In some places 
where the liquor men expected good majorities 
the Prohibitiouists won a victory, and, on 
the other hand, the Prohibitionists have 
been disappointed in places where they were 
most. contident of strong support. Some com- 
munities which appeared to be similarly con- 
ditionea have given widely different expressions 
at the ballot box, owing to peculiar local influ- 
ences brought to bear or to the lack of organized 
or well directed effort upon the one side or the 
other. Altogether, however, there have been 
more disappointments on the opposition side. 

Prohibition leaders said to-day that the fight 
would now begin in earnest and that a confer- 
ence of Prohibitionists would soon be held, when 
definite plans ef action for futnre work would 
be taken. The Chairman of the Davidson County 
Prohibition Party Committee tu-day issued a 
call for a mass meeting of all who favor the re- 
organization of the party, tobe held on next 
Monday night.. The object of the meeting is to 
effect a reorganization and place a municipal 
ticket in the field. The call says: 

“Ttis hoped that all who hold the principles of 
Prohibition above the demagogy and cowardice 
of the leading politicians, as exhibited in the late 
contest for the prohibition amendment, will come 
rere to sever their political connection from all 
such.” 

It is understood that the Prohibitionists 
throughout the State, although gratified at the 
exhibiiion of their strength, will not put outa 
candidate for Governor in the next campaign, 
but will make an organized attempt to elect a 
majority of members of the next Legislature. 
Failing in this it is thought they will at least 
hold the balance of power and dictate the de- 
sired Jegislation on the liquor traffic. It is prob- 
able that the local option question will figure 
prominently in the proceedings of,the next Gen- 
eral Assembly.

CINCINNATI, Sept. 30.—A sentence in the 
resolutions adopted by the Democratic County

more general reading than usual ‘of 


this declaration of principles. The words 
referred to are these: “Believing that the 


only durable and inseparable bond of 
union between the States is the bond 
of mutual union and regard.” As attention 


has been directed to this expression the 


belief has been commonly expressed that it was 
incorporated into the Democratic platform by 
mistake, but inquiry shows that there are prom- 
inent members of the party who defend tlie ex- 
pression, and declare that it is entirely in keep- 
ing with the spirit of our Government. 

A leading Democrat, when asked whether his 
party really intended to make such a declara- 
tion, replied that the convention meant to say 
just what this resolution says. ‘*‘When any 
State,” said he, ‘ loses its fraternal regard for 
the other States of the Union, and believes it to 
be to its interest to secede, it has the right te do 


Chairman Duncan, of the Democratic State 
Comwittee, Was in the County Convention when 
the resolutions were adopted, and when asked 
to-day as to the meaning of the one in question 
he quoted the following paragraph from the 
recent article by John G. Carlisle, in the Forum: 

“Itis an indisputable hiatorical fact that the Con- 
stitution of the United States was adopted and the 
Union formed under it by the people of 
the several States, each olitical community 
acting separately and independently of all 
others through its own State organization. It is 
equally undeniable that the overnment thus 
created by the people of the different States was 
one of defined and limited powers, and that ali 
power not delegated to it, nor prohibited to the 
States, were, in the Constitution itself, reserved to 
the States respectively or to the people.” 

“This brief statement,” said Mr. Dunean, 
‘“‘comprehends the whole Democratic theory of 
constitutional government in this country, and 
it must be evident ta every one who seriously 
reflects upon the subject that it is the only 
theory upon which the orderly and harmonious 
exercise of State and Federal authority over the 
same territory and people can be permanently 
maintained. Conflict of authority necessarily 
produces dissension and strife, and it is 
therefore essential to the repese of the 
country that the division of power 
between the State and Federal Governments 
shall be scrupulously ebserved by the party in 
control of the Administration. The import- 
anee of such a policy was never greater 
or more apparent than now. After a 
long period of uncertainty and _ unrest, 
the whole country has finally adjusted itself to 
the new conditions imposed by the war, and all 
that appears to be needed to insure an era of 
great industrial and commercial prosperity 


is a continued assurance that political 
and sectional controversies will not be 
permitted to disturb the pursuits of 


the people. The present Democratic Adminis- 
tration, instead of depressing business and ar- 
resting the development of our resources, as was 
predicted, has inspired a fecling of confidence 
and security that did notexist before for more 
than a quarter of acentury, and in every part 
of the Union, but more especially in the South, 
eapital has been invested, commercial relations 
have been established, and large enterprises 
have been projected upon the faith that no fur- 
ther harsh or extraordinary political measures 
would be adopted or attempted.”

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STILL A MYSTERY.

ance from her home. In her stomach was found a 
quantity of undigested food, consisting in part 
of meat, cabbage. and grapes. She had eaten 
none of these on the afternoon or evening of her 
fight. The autopsy developed the fact that 
she was within one month of confiement. 
This fact lessens the probability 
she died in consequence of a 
operation.

RACERS THROWING MUD 


A POOR TRACK ON THE BROOK- 
LYN COURSE. 

A LIGHT ATTENDANCE AND DISAP- 
POINTING CONTESTS CAUSED BY THE 
WEATHER. 

There was the lightest attendance of the 
meeting at the Brooklyn Club races yesterday. 
The track was inaterrible condition, muddy, 

’ watery, and slimyin different spots, and alto- 

gether unfit for rijoread The result was that the 
racing was a thorough disappointment, and 
most of the contests degenerated into proces- 
sions rather than races. Let ahorse once get a 
lead and he threw back on his followers such a 
shower of mud that neither horse nor jockey 
could see the way to! the front even if they 
could have got through the quagmire. As a 
consequence, the light-weight jockeys and their 
mounts had the best of it and the heavy- 
weighted favorites the worst, for rushes in the 
stretch were virtual impossibilities, consistent 
with safety. 

Only four of the ten originally entered for the 
opening race of a mile appeared to try the wade 
through the mud ahead of them. These were 
Favor, Theodosius, Barnum, and Miss Ford, who 
finished the runin the order named. The run- 
ning was made with Theodosius in front until 
the last sixteenth mile, when McLaughlin sent 
Favor out and won as he pleased, Theodosius 
beat Barnum for the place by a length. Miss 
Ford, after running a little over a half mile, 
refused to go any further inthe mud, and gave 
it up before the horses were half way through 


the lower turn. From there she simply jogged 
home. mi 

Four non-winning 2-year-olds—Ballston, King 
Idle, Speedwell, and Carrie G.—had_a five-fur- 
long scramble next. Speedwell, getting a good 
running start, ran infront from start to finish, 
his lead ranging from ahead to a length from 
Ballston throughout the run. King Idle ran 
third all throughout the race. and Carrie G. 
brought up the rear. Speedwell had to work 
hard at the end to win by a half length, while 
Ballston had a Somewhat easier thing in beating 
King Idle for the place by two lengths. : 

It was a quartet again which ran in the handi- 
cap atamile andaneighth. Bessie June was a 
hot favorite for the race, but she was unable to 

win it oreven to geta place. Diadem, the short 
horse of the quartet, instead, was never headed 
from the start, and won quite handily two 
lengths in front of Harved. who came strong 
enough in the stretch to beat Bessie June for the 
place by eight lengths, she neating Al Reed, on 
whom there wasa very strong tip, by 10 lengths. 
The pace set by Diadem was too fast for the sell- 
ing piater and he gave it up after three-quarters 
of a mile had been run. 

The big handicap at a mile and an eighth had 
much of its interest taken from it by the scratclh- 
ing of Eurus and Favor. Nevertheless, with 
Eolian, Volante, and Grey Cloud alone as starters, 
the race was the betting event of the day, near- 
ly all the money going on Eolian and Volante, 
while 6 to 1 could be had on Grey Cloud up to 
the time the horses went to the post. It was 
the despised outsider who did the trick very 
handily. Church sent the gray out into the 
lead and kept him there to the end. Volante 
and Eolian tried hard to catch him in the firss 
quarter mile, but failing, they gaveit up for a 
time and chased him-on about even terms to the 
atretch. There both expected Grey Cloud to 
quit, apparently. but the gray kept his lead 
and his speed, and won handily enough, by two 
lengths, from Volante, who beat Eolian, puiled 
up. by two lengths. / 

Mute acted in the beginning as if he were 
going to repeat the example set in the other 
races, and make a runaway race of the welter 
weight handicap at three-quarters of a mile. 
But, though Church kept him in the lead until 
Wellinto the stretch, Bradford and Peart Jen- 
nings, who had been running in second place or 
even terms, came with a rush, and, passing 
Mute, fought it out to the end, Bradford winning 
by a neck from Pear! Jennings, with Mute third, 
two lengths away. Then came Saluda and 
Ferona, both pulled up. 

A selling race at a mile and a sixteenth 
»rought the day’s sport to a close, and resulted 
in another upset to the betting ring, who had 
made Carissima the favorite. Joe Mitchell got 
away in front of the rest of the lot, and that 
really settied the race, as it had all but two of 
the others. Lancaster and Belmont ran just be- 
hind the leader until the home stretch was 
reached, when Lancaster quit and Belmont and 
Orlando set chase for the leader. But Joe 
Mitehell was able to keep his lead,tand won by a 
length from Belmont, who was eight lengths in 
tront of Orlando.

HIS WIFE TRYING TO BREAK THE 
THEY CAUSED HIM TO MAKE, 
Hervey Sheldon, who died on June 29 of 
this year, had been a prominent man. In Syra- 
cuse he was worth several hundred thousand 
dollars, and had held the offices of District At- 
torney of Onondaga County and Controller of 
the city. A panic in real estate broke his fort- 
une and he came to New-York. Senator Frank 
Hiscock bought his residence in Syracuse and 


now lives in it. Mr. Sheldon became senior 
artner here in the law firm of Sheldon & 
rown, and did a good business. When he died 
his will was presented for prebate by his part- 
ner, De Witt C. Brown, its Executor. 

Then the unpleasant phase of Mr. Sheldon’s 
life was exposed. He had been married three 
times. Hervey Sheidon, Jr.. of Chicago, is the 
surviving child of the first marriage, and Fran- 
ces M. Sheldon of the second. His third wife, 
who was Harriet M. Field, has a son, Arthur L. 
Sheldon. In his will Mr. Sheldon repudiates this 
boy, and the mother, through Frances M. Shel- 
don, seeks to establish his legitimacy. Mr. Shel- 
don bequeathed the larger part of the estate to 
Frances and the smaller to Hervey. 

Mrs. Sheldon long ago persuaded her husband 
to let her start a boarding house, which she is 
still keeping at 158 Madison-avenoue. After a 
while they did not get along lovably. Mrs. Shel- 
don cruelly treated Frances and Mr. Shelden 
charged her, in November, 1878, with undue 
intimacy with Henry Chesnee, a New-Orieans 
drummer, who, with his wife, lived in Mrs. Shel- 
don’s house. She deniedit. Mr. Sheldon wrote 
an aecount of the matter in his journal, re- 
corded his suspicions and observations, and 
kept the reports of detectives whom he 
employed to wateh his wife. These spies re- 
ported acts eonfirming his suspicions on various 
days in1878 and 1879. While this watch was 
going on Mr. Sheldon lived apart from his wife, 
though in thesame house. When he thought 
he had sufficient evidence he served on his wife 
and Chesnee papers in an action for divorce. 
That was on Feb. 19, 1879. He did not push 
the suit for fear of publicity. Mr. Sheldon be- 
lieved then, and the proponent claims now, that 
the child, Arthur L., who was born Aug. 22; 
1879, is the son of Chesnee. Therefore he was 
not provided for by Mr. Sheldon in his will. 

During all this trouble Mrs... Sheldon and 
Frances had been unfriendly. When the law- 
yer finally left his wife she changed to Frances 
and induced her to live ather house. The girl 
was simple and easily influenced. She became 
her stepmother’s ally as against ner father, and 
now that the father is dead she maintains her 
antagonism to him by personally contesting his 
will, not for her own benefit, because if success- 
ful she will receive a far smaller sum under the 
statute, but solely to gratify her stepmother, 
whois anxious to prove that Arthur L, is the 
son of Hervey Sheldon,

TEXT OF CHIEF-JUDGE RUGER’S ORDER— 
COMMENT ON HIS ACTION. 

The order for the temporary stay granted 
by Judge Ruger in the case of Jacob Sharp was 
yesterday served upon Sheriff Grant, and is as 
follows: 

Court of Appeals.-—the People 
Sharp.—Upon the judgment roll herein and the 
record op appeal from the judgment of the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer to the General Term of the Su- 
preme Court, as verified by the affidavit of Alfred 
Stickney, and upon the decision and judgment of 
said General Term, aflirming said 
the Court of Oyer and Terminer, as verified by the 
affidavit of John M. Perry, and upon the appeal of 
the defendant from said judgment of said General 
Term to the Court of Appeals, I, the under- 
signed, Chief-Judge of the Court of Appeals, 
do hereby prescribe that notice shall be given 
to the District Attorney of the county of New-York 
of five days; that application will be made before 
me at Chambers in the Court of Appeals room 
in the Capitol, in the city of Albany, ats o'clock in 
the afternoon on the 6th day of October, 1887; 
that the defendant will then and there apply fora 
certificate; that there is in my opinion reasonable 
doubt whether the said judgmentof the Oyer and 
Terminer and the judgment of the said General Term 
should stand, Andin the meantime, and until the 
hearing and determination of such application, the 
execution of said judgments, and of each of them, is 
hereby stayed. WILLIAM C. RUGER, 

Chief-Justice Court of Appeals. 

A similar order was received from Albert 


Stickney by District Attorney Martine, and 


notice of the reception of the order was early 
given at Ludlow-Street Jail by a Deputy Sheriff. 
Sharp first heard of the granting of the stay 
through the newspapers. He received the news, 
given him by Mrs. Sharp, with the same appar- 
ent lack of feeling as has characterized the re- 
ception of all other information concerning his 
case since his conviction. He yesterday was 
listless and uncemmunicative, and about in the 
same condition physically as he has been in for 
days past. There was no change either for bet- 
ter or for worse. 

Both Distriet Attorney Martine and his as- 
sistant, De Lancey Nicoll, were averse yesterday 
to talking about Judge Ruger’s action. They 
did not deem it courteous to criticise the acts of 
the Chief-Jnage of the Court of Appeals, but 
both felt perfect confidence in their ability to 
show at the argument next Thursday that the 
temporary stay should not be made a permanent 
one. 

W. Bourke Cockran, the only one of Sharp's 
counsel who would aay anything about the mat- 
ter, told a TIMES reporter that the arguments to 
be made before the Court of Appeals would be 
substantially the same as those used before the 
General Term. ‘Iam certain,” said Mr. Cock- 
ran: emphatically, “that the conviction of Sharp 
will be reversed by the Court of Appeals, and 
there are not eight lawyers in this city who do 
not think as I do.” 

Chief Clerk John Sparks, of the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions, said yesterday that Judge Ruger’s 
action in granting the stay was absolutely un- 
precedented. The law gives the power to grant 
such a stay to Judges of the Supreme Court and 
Judges of the Court of Appeals. Temporary 
stays bave been granted, Mr. Sparks said, by 
Judges of the Supreme Court, but never before 
by a Judge of the Court of Appeals. An applica- 
tion tor a similar stay was made to Judge Ruger 
in the case of the indicted builder, Buddensiek, 
and was denied. 

Jacob Sharp, according to the custodians at 
the Ludlow-Street Jail, was very sick last night, 
but no worse than for two weeks past. He was 
restless and took little nourishment. Mr. Stick- 
ney called to see him during the day, and so did 
Dr. Loomis. Mrs. Sharp contiuues to feel dis- 
couraged, and the news of the new stay did 
little to comfort her yesterday.

CHILI PREVENTS AN ADVANTAGEOUS 


SETTLEMENT OF IT. 

Lima, Sept. 30.—The Peruvian Cabinet, 
speaking for the Government, to-day announced 
to the Congress in public session that, owing to 
impediments placed in its way by Chili, it was 
prevented from submitting the contract entered 
into in London between Sefor Aranibar, M. P. 
Grace, and the English bondholders for ratifica- 
tion by the Peruvian Congress. 


At the office of W. R. Grace & Co, Mr. M. P. 
Grace said that this refers to the contract for 


the cancellation by the English bondholders of 
Peru’s debt of about $150,000,000 in consider- 
ation for certain concessions of railroads and 
other Government properties. Peru’s debt 1s 
the one Impediment to prosperity in that 
country, and its cancellation would reinstate 
her in a position of strength and independence, 
and Chili now objects to Peru’s paying her 
own debt in her own way, because once she 
is relievea of that burden she will be restored 
to her old prestige and importance among 
South American States, which Chill evidently 
does not regard as being to the latter’s inter- 
est. It is a most flagrant case of interference 
by one State in the domestic affairs and con- 
tractical relations of another, and Chili has no 
right, but only might, te support her in her pre- 


tension.

THE NIAGARA RESERVATION. 


At the meeting of the Niagara Park Com- } 


missioners yesterday, at which Andrew H. 
Green, Senator Robb, and ex-Lieut.-Gov. Dor- 
sheimer were present, there was some talk 
about the work accomplished and that to be 
done. Satisfactory progress has been made in 
the removal of buildings, the improvement of 


roads, and generally in the efforts to restore 
natural conditions on the reservation. The 
Commissioners thought that, considering the 
means at hand, there was reason for congratula- 
tion. 

Superintendent Welsh said the railroads would 
speedily do something toward removing the cab 
and * points-of-interest” nuisances. In the hope 
of relieving travelers of the exactions of cab- 
men, the rallreads made a contract with C. W. 
Miller & Co., by which Miller and _ his 
agents were allowed to board trains 
and solicit passenger and baggage business. 
This was an exclusive privilege. C. W. Miller 
& Co. consist of C. W. Miller and James T. Brun- 
dage. Between them they own the landon both 
sides of the Whirlpool Rapids and have stores at 
those places and at several of the hotels. It xp- 
pears that many who went tothe Falis for the 
purpose of visiting the reservation, which is 
iree, had their time so engrossed by the wily 
movements of the cabmen that they departed 
without a chance to visit the reservation at all, 
and were naturally much disgusted with the re- 
sults of the visit. The Commissioners authorized 
the Superintendent to take necessary steps to 
remedy this evil. He says he thinks the rail- 
roads will intorm Miller & Co. that they must 
drop either the hacks or the outside money-grab- 
bing devices if they are to retain their present 
exceptional privileges.

ASKING HARD QUESTIONS. 


MR. HUNTINGTON TRIES TO EXPLAIN A 
BIG DISCREPANCY. 

Since Mr. C. P. Huntington appeared as a 
witness before the Pacific railroads investigat- 
ing commission his name has come up several 
times in connection with matters of importance 
which his counsel, Mr. A. A. Cohen, was not able 
toexplaim when afforded an opportunity to do so. 
Mr. Huntington himself was accordingly 
brought before the commission yesterday after- 
noon and again subjected to examination. The 
first matter to which his attention was drawn 
was his testimony before the Poland committee 


| in 1873. 


He said he did not remember being asked by 


| that committee how much stock of the Central 


Pacific he had received from the assets of the 


Mr. Anderson 


then quoted from the Poland committee report 
showing that Mr. Huntington did answer such a 
question and stated that the amount was about 
$1,000,000 worth of stock. ‘“‘And what have 
you testified before this commission as to the 
amount of stock you received?” Mr. Anderson 
asked. 

‘*L testified that there was about $51,000,000 
ee stock divided, and that I got about one-fourth 
of it.” 

* How isit that you testified before the éommit- 
tee that you received $1,000,000, and now you 
testify that it was about $12,000,000 ¢” 

Mr. Huntington does not often shift about un- 
easily in his seat when testifying, but he did so 
very energetically at this, and his ability to 
answer the question promptly was palpably in 
an inverse ratio to his extreme physical dis- 
comfort. Finally, in a series of rambling, con- 
fused sentences, he intimated that at that time 
Mr. Hopkins used to keep the accounts. He 
didn’t know how things stood and never made 
any inquiries, but left everything to Hopkins, 
who kept everythingin his safe. It must have 
been all right because he said it, and what he 
said was always all right. 

Mr. Huntington was asked whether he would 
not supply the name of the agent who had called 
upon Lim and offered to sell him the * Colton” 
letters. ‘‘ Four parties came to me at different 
times,” he said, ‘and offered to sell me those 
letters, [ haven’t the least doubtthat Mrs. Colton 
could teli you all aboutit. I don’t know who 
the parties were. I could identify one of them 
ifIsaw him. He visited me at the Palace Hotel 
and said that he came from Wells & Fargo. He 
didn’t show any authority and I did not ask him 
for any.” 

Then Mr. Anderson asked about ex-Senator 
Norwood’s charge that witness’s salary as coun- 
sel for the Southern Pacific Road had been 
charged to the Central Pacific Railway. ‘It’s 
out otf my mind at this time,” Mr. Huntington 
answered. “ [have nodoubt that the facts are 
as stated, and that it was all right.” 

‘““What reason can you suggest for charging 
the Central Pacific Road for work which was 
done for the Southern Pacific?” 

“T can’t think of any.” 

“Are we to infer that the bills of all agents 
who worked for the Southern Pacific were 
charged to the Central Pacific ?” 

** Oh, no.” 

“Was it your general rule to charge the 
items of expense for fighting Tom Scott on the 
tr da the Southern Pacitic to the Central Pa- 
cific?” 

**T think not.” 

Further questioning of a like character failed 
to produce a reason why the Central Pacific 
Road should have been charged with Mr. Nor- 
wood’s bill, and Mr. Anderson proceeded to the 
missing checks and stubs of the Central Pacitic 
Company between 1872 and 1880. Witness was 
able to supply no information on the subject, 
but he supposed they, had been destroyed. They 
used to keep snch things about four years and 
then they were destroyed. He supposed the 
same fate had happened to the blotters in which 
Auditor Gates kept the account of outlays dur- 
ing the same period. Rent was high, and they 
could not afford to pay for space occupied by 
old papers. 

Mr. Littler took a hand in the examination and 
said: ‘‘Mr. Huntington, yesterday afternoon 
Mr, Chittenden, who was your counsel in Wash- 
ington during some years, stated that the re- 
striction upon him as your counsel prevented 
him from stating to the commission what be had 
been told concerning the improper use of money 
to secure the votes of legislators, Do you desire 
to remove from him that professional] restriction 
and thus enable him to supply the commission 
with the information ?”’ 

Mr. Huntington gave the question deep and 
careful thought before he answered: “I should 
like to do so personally, but it is a matter for the 
board to decide.” 

Mr. Cohen produced his bill of particulars, 
called forin the Central Pacitic Company’s ac- 
count for the transportation of the commission, 
amounting to $7,784 99. It was a voluminous 
paper, and revealed the fact that the company 
charged tor its special car on a basis of 15 fares, 
charged $35 a day for the car, and $40 each for 
Pullman palace car andengine. Nothing charge- 
able had been overlooked, and it was suggested 
that the vexed problem of the settlement of the 
Central Pacific’s debt to the Government could 
be most easily settled by giving the company a 
few more opportunities of supplying transporta- 
tion to an nivestigating commission. 

After promising to look into the bill the com- 
mission adjourned, subject to the call of the 
Chairman.

DANIEL BYONS'S DOOM. 


HE MUST DIE ON THE TWENTY-FIFTH 


OF NOVEMBER. 

Daniel Lyons was sentenced by Recorder 
Smyth yesterday to be hanged on Nov. 25. He 
was brought into court handcuffed to a burglar, 
shortly before 11 e’clock, and put in the pen at 
the back of the courtroom. There he remained 
while sentence was pronounced for several 
minor crimes, when he took his seat beside his 
lawyers, in front ofthe bar. Five minutes be- 
fore noon the Clerk cried out: ‘* Daniel Lyons to 
the bar.” 

Lyons stood up with the same uninterested 
expression on his face which characterized it all 
through the trialand then took a seat again, 
while Mr. Blake, of his counsel, made a motion 


for suspension of sentence and arrest of judg- 
ment. The grounds on which the motion was 
based were that the verdict was against the 
welght of evidence; thatit was not supported 
by the evidence and was rendered upon insuf- 
cient evidence; on each of the exceptions taken 
during the trial: on errors contained in 
the Judge’s charge, and because the verdict was 
contrary to law. Mr. Blake said that since the 
trial he had learned that Lawreuce Hines, whose 
testimony had great weight in convincing the 
jury of Lyons’s guilt, was a common thief and 
perjurer; that he has served different terms in 
State prison, and that, while he was confined in 
Sing Sing for safe burglary, he killed a fellow- 
convict. He also said that he could produce 
witnesses who saw Quinn assault Lyons just be- 
fore the latter shot him. 

District Attorney Martine made the formal 
motion that sentence be passed, and Lyons, in 
reply to the question if he had anything to say 
why sentence should not be pronounced, an- 
swered in a firm voice “Nothing.” Recorder 
Smyth said that after what he believed to have 
been a fair and impartial trial the jury had 
found him guilty of the crime of murder in the 
first degree, a verdict with which he tully con- 
curred, as he did not believe that any jury of 
erdinary intelligence could have arrived at any 
other conclusion. The Recorder also said: 

‘“‘Tdeem it my duty to say to you now that I 
believe you need have no hope that any appel- 
late court will reverse the verdict or give you 
another chance for your life.” After advising 
Lyons to occupy his time in preparation for 
death, he concluded: “I will now pronounce 
the sentence which the law prescribes, which 
is that you be taken hence to the prison from 
which you came, and there be closely guarded 
and detained until Friday, the 25th day of No- 
vember next, and that on that day you be 
hanged by the neck until you are dead. And 
may the Lord have merey on your soul.” 

Lyons took the sentence with the same stolid- 
ness he has exhibited throughout. The only 
sign of uneasiness was the shifting of a eudof 
tobacco from one cheek to the other. The death 
warrant was then read, and he was taken back 
to the Tombs. The only member of his family 
who was in court was his father, who occupied 
a seat on one of the benches outside of the rail.

IITIGATION OVER A PLAY. 


Judge Hyatt, in the City Conrt yester- 
day, tried the suit growing out of an agreement 
which Mr. Lester Wallack made with T. Henry 
Frenel last Fall to buy of him and his father the 
play ‘Sister Mary,” and to pay him tnerefor 5 


per cent. on the first $4,000 of recsipts and 10 
per cent. of all receipts above $5,000. Mr. Wal- 
lack and Mr. Theodore Moss, the joint defend- 
ants in the suit, never produced the play, for, as 
they say, it is worthiess and, contrary to Mr. 
French’s representations, had not been enccess- 
fully perforined before they boughtit. Never- 
theleas, on Sept. 28, 1886, Mr. Moss gave Mr. 
French a note for $1,500, signed by Mr. Wallack 
and indorsed by Mr. Moss, payable to Samuel 
French & Son three months after date. The 
Frenches now seek to recover the face and inter- 
est of this note, which Messrs. Wallack and Moss 
allowed to go to protest, and refuse to pay. 

Messrs, Wallack and Moss testitied for them- 
selygea, and T. Henry French and Francis Sanger, 
the elf pheatrical manager, testitied against 
them. ~ Mr. Sanger, as an expertin all kinds of 
play transactions, testified that it was usual in 
purchasing a play to pay acertain share of the 
royalty in advance, as so much forfeit, money, 
and that it was never refunded, whatever might 
happen. 

Mr. Wallack is quite feeble, and had to be as- 
sisted to the witness stand. His snow-white 
hair and jet-black mustache gave him a striking 


appearance.
